JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The dates from this port are to the 30th September. The 
London mails of the 26th July arrived out on the 17th Sep- 
tember. 

‘The Yokohama journals are, as might be expected, filled with 
details of the gallant affair in the Straits of Simonoseki, -As 
regards the actual fighting, they add nothing to the intelligence 
contained in Admiral Sir A. Kuper’s despatches, and in the 
other accounts that have already been published. It would 
appear that the difference between the feeling entertained 
by the people and the Daimios towards foreigners was 
never so strikingly evinced as on this occasion. “ We 
read various accounts (says the Japan Herald) of the 
assistance rendered by the Japanese in this work of dis- 




















R./ mantling the forts, from some of which wo gather that their 


offer of aid was quite freely and spontancously given, 
by others, that it was on the gentle hint that they 
had better ‘lend a hand.’ We incline from the whole to 
the opinion that the former slatement is correct, for we have 
undoubted authority for the fact, that whilst the crews of the 
Amsterdam ond Medusa were preparing to embark the guns of 
the Chofu and Ravine batteries, nearly a thousand of the sol- 
diers of Nangato, unarmed, came to their assistance, saying, 
* you must feel very tired after your work of to-day, allow us 
to embark these guns ;’ which they accordingly did, and the 
boats left shore with their heavy freight, the soldiery 
wishing them good-bye—Suyrnara Matta mionittzie; seem- 
ing, indeed, to be still more glad to get rid of their old 
companions than their late enemy.” The Commercial 
News more than corroborates the above by the follow- 
ing :—“ An episode is related that, when all the Daimios 
and yakonins, with their valiant samri, had retired, the natives 
—merchants, farmers, and country people—camne down in 
numbers and assisted the foreigners in carrying the captured 
guns to their respective boats. Some of the guus were very 
heavy, about seven to eight tons. From all we can see and 
learn of the lower classes of Japanese, they on all occasions 
seem well inclined towards foreigners, and in uo instance that 
} are aware of has any animosity been displayed by them. 
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The only enemies the foreigners have in Japan -are those 
Daimios’ retainers, yakonins, who dislike foreigners because 
they do not acknowledge their respective rank.” 

The loss sustained by the landing party, while engaged 
in removing the guns, is explained; by the circumstance that 
the Japanese, who commenced an annoying fire, were protected 
by aforcst, and, inthe middle, bya paddy ficld. “The enemy 
was hardly ever sen ; men fell-wounded, and no enemy to fire 
at. Foreigners have not caught one Japanese. A Dutch boat 
got loose and drifted down a seven-knot current with a Dutch- 
man on board: Japancse set out and caught him, -killing -him 
instantly.” 

With reference to the firing, a civilian, writing from on board 
the Ta-Kiang—possibly, therefore, an American, and writing 
impartially—says: “Tho rifled guns of the Semiramis and 
Dupleiz were doing excellent execution, and the little] 30ib. Par- 
rot-gun on board the Ta-Kiang threw several shells right into 
the fort. The Armstrong guns did certainly refute all that had 
been said against them after the battle of Kagosima.” Another 
little note, by a different hand, is that the Iedusa 
(Dutch fship) had chain, armour all round her boilers, 
and fought well. When Choshiu showed a flag of truce 
one of his emissaries was sent on board Sir. A. Kuper’s flag- 
ship, and he was at once recognised as one of the two of the 
Prince's retainers lately returned from Europe, who were taken 
down in the preliminary trip of the Barossa. He had been but 
ashort time with the Admiral whon the result of his visit ap- 
peared in a general signal to “ hoist flag of truce ;” obeyed, as one 
gentleman writes, under the circumstauce—“a white-flag not 
anpearing ta farm an items ie the embegory of potaphernelia uf 
H.B.M's navy—with a variety of substitutes, which conspi- 
cuously displayed the diversity of ways in which invention is 
inspired by her maternal relative, for one ship flies a table-cloth 
another a shirt—a third a towel—a fourth a handkerchief— 
a fifth a pillow case, and two others are two sheets in the 
wind.” 

On the opposite coast of Buzen there were enormous crowds 
of spectators of the fight, who were laughing and shouting, 
appearing to enjoy the proceedings enormously, and who were 
in perfect raptures when they saw the foreign Jacks planting 
their flags upon the batteries. The Prince of Buzen, we are 
told, is awfully opposed to Choshiu because he did not warn 
him that he was going to fight, so as to give him a chance to 
zemove his people to a place of safety.” 

The letter sent by Choshiu, asserting that he was 
acting by orders of the Tycoon, was, it scems, addressed 
to the “United States’ Admiral.” As the Americans were 
the first to establish diplomatic relations with Japan, 
the native authorities often affect to give the United States a 
sort of seniority, and, there is reason to believe, have been 
bro git to consider that country as being specially well dis- 
posed towards them. It will be observed that in this letter, 
Choshiu admits his rebellion against the Tycoon :— 

“A humble presentation to the United States’ Admiral :— 

“ The instruction of the Emperor of Japan and those of the Tycoon 
are different. Because, in obedience to the Emperor's command, I, at 
Simonoseki, fired upon foreign vessels, 1 have received the name of 
Rebel. When I appeared to be acting in opposition to the Imperial 
orders, a messenger came from the foreign nations to make it known to me 
and demand its discontinuance. This being the case, Nangato no-Kami, 
[supposed to mean the young Prince] went on hors back to Kioto to learn 
4he Emperor's will. Before arriving there, an insurrection having arisen in 
Kioto, there was no alternative but to return without having accomplished 
the mission. Three days (ego, or following] I heard your illue- 
{rious country’s ships had come to Hime-shima. I sent a messenger 
to you by boat, saying that Idid not care whether you passed through 
the Straits or not. Whilst on his way you left the Island and the boat 
Teturned, thinking to reach you from Simonoseki. Much time having 
elapsed in the interval, war broke out. For this inability to prevent its 
breaking out, I am exceedingly sorry. J have not from the first hated 
foreigners. I consider this was a great affliction to thousands of people ; 
I desire nothing but amity, Please consider this subject well. Further 
yee Moori-Izumo, my Minister, and his associates will make known

‘The envoys who brought this note stated that according to 
Japanese law a Prince was not allowed to communicate person- 
ally with tho Admiral until be bad received the permission of 
the Mikado to doso. When an opportunity was afforded him 
of a personal intercours -, ho would then lay before the Admiral 
his letter of instruction, given him by the Tycoon, to fire upon 
all vesscls attempting to pss through the Straits, 

That the Tycoon is in oirnest against him is plain ‘enough 
from tho following, understood to have been issucd] by the 
former's authority j=— 

















«Besguse the servants of Mats'daira Daizen no Dabu have threatened 
the Emperor with-aras, thus committing high treasen, they are speedil 
to be punished :by ‘the "Fycoon. Wherefore now, all Daimioe with, 
revenue above 10,000 kokus are commanded to utterly destroy them. 
Owari Zen Dai-na-ngon is to command in chief, Mats'daira Echizen no- 
Kawiis to be second in command. Be ready apne the time when the 
Tycoon goes forth to inflict punishment. To all the Hatta Mottos it is 
commanded according to their several abilities to be prepared to sacrifice 
their lives for their Master. Take this Royal Command cordially to 
heart. Though the foregoing command is to the military class, yet those 
whoare not ofthe military class who wish to join the army are requested 
speedily to make it known.” 

To the above is appended a list of 21 Daimios who are to 
take the ficld against Choshiu. They will be seen to be those of 
Kiushiu, Shikoku, and Chiu-ngoku (the Provinces immediately 
around Nangato). 

An eye-witness gives 
truction of Choshiu’s

an account of the utter des- 
palaco at Yedo:—The palace 
* Com-mi-yoshki,’ the principal palaca of the 
Prince of Nangato, was totally destroyed on the 12th 
day of September. The fire-bells were rung and a large 
number of firemen collected. The men were led to the work 
of destruction by the yakonins, and urged on by them.2At last 
the palace was razed to the ‘ground. It took several’ days to 
complete the work of destruction, and so effectually was that 
accomplished that not a single vestige was left standing. On 
each successive day the fire-bells were rung to collect as large 
a number of people as possible ; and the palace was also com- 
pletely gutted of its contents, of which some were thrown into 
the pond and some into the streets. The Prince has some six 
other palaces, which it is said are to share the same fate.” 

‘The first fruit of tho punishment inflicted on Choshiu was 
the following circular despatch from Sir Rutherford Alvock to- 
Mr. Consul Winchester :— 

“H.B.M.'s Leoation, Yoxonama, 
24th September, 1864. 

« [have to request you will notify to British subjects under your juris 
diction that merchant ‘vessels are at liberty to pass through the Straits of 
the Inland Sea, the free passage of which the Prince of Choshiu has for- 
mally engaged to secure.—I have, &c.—RUTHENFORD ALCOCK.” 

A public meeting was convened on the 26th sept., at the 
office of the Central Bank of Western India, relative to the 
establishment of a Chamber of Commerce at Yokokama, when 
a ‘committee was appointed to ascertain the views of the 
mercantile community on the subject ; also to correspond with 
the chambers of Hong Kong and Shanghai relative to their 
rules and regulations, and any other information of importance: 
that might bo obtained. ‘Ihe proceedings of the committee 
were to be communicated at another meeting to be held on the 
25th Nov. With regard to the restrictions on trade, it was 
stated that an uble letter had been drawn up on the subject, 
which, having met with general approval, was circulated to the 
various mercantile firms for signature. ‘ho meeting then 
separated with a vote of thanks to the chairman, Mr. Kingdon. 
We append the letter, which was forwarded to Sir Rutherford 
Alcock through Mr. Consul Winchester, by whose hands also 
was received the reply :— 

“Yoxouasta, 26th September, 1864. 

“ Sir—We, the undersigned British merchants resident at Yokohama, 
beg respectfully to address you on the present position of trade at this 
port, more particularly with regard to the restrictions kaown to exist in 
respect of ie staple article of produce—silk—apparently emanating from 
the Japanese Government, In making this communication, we are fully 
possessed with the conviction that our authorities are and have been doing 
their utmost to meet and improve the present unsctisfactory position we 
occupy in our commercial Felalions with this country, 

«Hitherto we have felt that political complications might render an 
address on this subject inopportune; but recent events have impressed us 
with the idea that the present time is one in which the subject may be 
brought forward judiciously and advantageously, with a view of placing 
before you officially facts which our daily intercourse with the natives 
enables us, a3 far as is possible in such cases, to verify. 

“Our available sources of information are not of such a nature as to- 
permit of bringing forward positive proof of the direct interference of the 
native Government, but are still sufficient to satisfy us that the present 
restricted supply of raw silk is wholly and entirely owing to the action of 
the Japanese authorities. Native dealers assert that the supply of the 
article in Yedo and the vicinity is large ; and were it not for the impossi- 
bility of passing it through the Customs at Yedo and Kanagawa, would 
immediately be brought in large quantity to this market. ‘The prices. 
current in the country, when compared with those ruling here, show such: 
a margin of profit to the native dealers as to leave no doubt whatever on 
our minds that it must be their interest as well as their wish to immediately 
bring their available stock for sale to this market; and, indeed, such a 
desire is openly and universally expressed. ; 

“ We have little doubt, from what we have been able to ascertain, that the 
yield of the present is at least fully equal to that of the preceding scason, 
and that the native demand is not in excess of that of the same period; 
whilst the export clearly points out the existence of restrictions in some 
quarter, which we think it is evident, from what we bave already stated, 
cannot arise from the ordinary course of trade. 

« Ta the season 1861-62 the export to corresponding date was 2,592 bales 5 
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5,283 bales; 1863-64, 5,496 bales ; 1864-65 to the present date 
Beir ‘bales. And we have every reason to believe that the above 
small quantity of 706 beles, representing this season 0 far as it bas gone, 
has been brought to market with the greatest difficulty and in direct oppo- 
silion to the wishes or desires of the Japanese authorities. i 

«The restriction of which we so justly complain not only deprives us 
of our most valuable article of export, but militates to a very great extent 
fndireetly, through the absorption of such a large amount of native eapital, 
against the sale of imports—a branch of trade which it is absolutely 
necessary to encourage and, as much as posible, eatend. Facts, es above 
stated, will, we have no doubt, continue to enlist your most earnest 
endeavours to remedy that must ultimately reduce the trade of this 
port to a mere nonenity. And begging further to recommend the subject 
{o your consideration, with the request that, you will be pleased to bring 
the matter under the notice of H.M.'s Minister,— We are, Sir, your 
obedient, humble servants.” (Signed by nineteen British firms.) 








“YoxoHamA, 28th September, 1864. 

« Sir,—In reply to your despatch of the 17th instant, giving cover to a 
letter addressed to you by the principal British traders at this port, in re- 
ference to the existing stoppage of the commerce in silk, I have to in- 
struct you to inform the memori: hat, perfectly cognisant of the fact 
to which they would draw my attention, I entirely sympathise with them. 
"You may also state that I agree with them in the conclusion that the stop- 
page of which they justly complain is due to the intervention of the Ty- 
coon's Government, in direct violation of treaties. In this conviction 
many and urgent remonstrances were made from Her Majesty’s Con- 
sulate, and when these failed representations of the unjustifiable nature of 
the obstructions experienced followed from this Legation, equally without 
effect. 

« Under these circumstances it was evident to my colleagues, the repre- 
sentatives of France, the United States of America, and the Netherlands, 
as to myself, that the Government of Yedo—under pressure from the 
hostile party at Kioto (apparently sanctioned by the Mikado)—had vir- 
tually stopped the trade of the port, as a concession to their imperious 
demands, backed by the Mikado’s decree for the permanent closing of 
Yokohama, if not the rupture of all relations of amity and commerce. 

“The blow recently struck at one of the chiefs of this * Sako’ party, 
combining for the expulsion of the foreigner, offered the only chance of 
redress. I's entire success, and the signal defeat of the Prince of Choshiu’s 
forces, there is reason to believe will do more to remove the obstructions 
to trade here, as at Nagasaki, than any amount or kind of remonstrance 
and diplomacy, which, as that event proved, were both ineffecti 

« [am informed, indeed, since the news of Choshi lefeat arrived, that 
these restrictions have already been removed by authority. And as my 
information comes from the same authority that imposed them, probably 
the assurance that silk in large quantity is nov on its way to the port, and 
may be expected daily, is entitled to credit, I am glad to be able to give 
this the only satisfactory reply to the merchants, and beg you will commu- 
nicate it without loss of time.—I have, &e. _ 





















“ RoTHERFORD ALCOCK.” 

On the Sth September the settlement was visited with a 
cyclone, the centre of which seems to have passed over Yoko- 
hama. The gale commenced about midnight of the 8th from 
South-east with squalls and rain. As the morning advanced 
the wind increased in violence, and continued to blow in severe 
gusts accompanied with heavy rain until 11 a.m. of the 9th, 
when it suddenly abated to calm, and rain ceased for the space 
of one hour, when it again as suddenly freshened up in the op- 
posite direction, North-west, blowing fresh ; which continued 
for some hours without any rain, when it gradually died away 
towards the evening. No accident occurred to the shipping that 
we have heard of (says the Commercial News). Between the 
hours of 9 to 10 a.m., when the gale was at its height, vibra- 
tions of an Earthquake were perceptibly felt by several persons, 
but of short duration. 

It was in this gale that the Fleda was lost, the wreck of 
which vessel, as she lay in Algiro Bay, was sold at auction by 
Mr. Hansard -for 620 dollars, The steamer City of Nantes, 
Capt. Gibson, left the harbour on the 7th September bound for 
Hakodadi. On tho 9th she encountered the gale whilo off 
Simoda head. The engines broke, when steaming under 
reduced sail ; at 3 p.m., gale at its height, the sea driving up 
as far as the mast head, and carried away the quarter boats, 
breaking the davits, and sbip receiving much damage. Tho 
boiler shifted during the gale; barometer stood 28.4 ; was 
forced to put back for repairs, A bark was seen after the 
gale, supposed to be the Qlendoveer. 

A Mr. Marquis Chisholm has won the hearts of the Japanese 
by playing a fantasia on their own melodies as a pianoforte solo. 
A native artist has portrayed the performer enthusiastically 
playing to excited Japanese audiences, whilst a few drowsy 
foreigners are depicted as falling asleep. The inscriptions on 
each division of the picture declare the air played to be some 
favourite of their own, and it would seem to be the Japanese 
method of expressing their idea that the Europeans do not ap- 
preciate their minstrelsy, The following is a free translation 
of the writing on the margin of the picture 

“ We Japanese are very fond of Sin, -song ; we like it more than we 
gan express; we cannot have enough of it; all the year round our 
daughters play and sing. All the people in the world we are told are 
fond of it, and speak largely of its charms; how then can we speak too 








much? ‘The piano is an instrument most wonderful : all our good people 
in this part talk of it, yet their talk is too small. The beat ladies in our 
land go to sce it, and to hear this Marquis Chisholm play upon it. He 
plays our own music. His fingersare like as many butterflies. uttering from 
flower to flower, the flowers our own native melodies. He is indeed very 
great, and we are very small. had heard much talk of this great man 
before I went to see him: the talk I did not understand, until 1 heard 
him play. His playing is as the singing of many birds. All men must 
like him; he is from the Western country—English. I make this picture 
of him in the month of August, year cightcen hundred and sixty 
Otto-matchi, one mile from the house of Marquis Chishoim, Yokohama, 
Japan.” 











NAGASART. 

We learn that the Japanese are very quiet regarding the ac- 
tion at Simonoscki ; but busiuces shows muon greater auimation, 
both among natives and foreiguers. Cotton had commenced ta 
arrive in the market, and was beiug bought by Chinese. A very 
large business had been done in tea ; the ships Castleton and 
Alice loading with that article for London. Freights too were 
looking better, and the supply of vessels appeared likely soon 
to run short.

SHANGHAT. 

The English Mail of 10th August arrived out on the 21th 
Sept., and the French Mail of 17th on the 4th Oct. ‘The dates 
are now down to the morning of the 9th. ‘The health of the 
community is once more satisfactory, 

General Brown had left for Hong Kong, calling at Ningpo 
n route, and on the arrival of General Guy will leave for Eug- 
land. Previous to leaving Shangbai the 2nd Beloochees were 
paraded and inspected. A number of evolutions were gonc 
through, the men marching rast, and -making a most imposing 
show, which was by no means lost on the crowds of Chineso 
collected to assist in the inspection. ‘Tho General expressed 
himself highly pleased at the efficiency displayed by the men, 
and complimented the colonel and officers on tic exccilent 
appearance of the entire regiment. 

The Consular Court has been occupied in the investigation of 
a charge of murder and robbery brought azainst a man namcd 
O'Brien, for some time known as a member of that rowdy c 
which infests the crecks and rivers in and around the Keang-su 
and Chi-keang provinces. He now lies in the English gaol, 
charged with the murder of a Chinaman, under circumstances 
of almost incredible atrocity, and there is but too much reason 
to fear that this is only the last of a long continucd course 

















of murderous outrages committed on the unoffending native 
population. 

The Aerolite case, to which we alluded in our last, has been 
decided. The ship was held to be in fault, but the junk owners 
were not altogether guiltless of a want of care and attention, 
The damages to the junk were therefore awarded as follows: 
towage tacls 126 ; repairs, tacls 1,052 ; owners of carge, taels 212 
—total tacls 1,389 ; costs to bo borne by defendants. 

In amusements we find the following programme :—The 
Rowing Club have arranged that a regatta be held during the 
last week of this month. A gymnasium will shortly be opened 
in connection with the Volunteer corps, to which, however, uon- 
volunteers will be admitted on the payment of asmall entrance 
fee. A debating society has also been started, and the theatrical 
season has been most successfully opened by an Amateur Bur- 
lesque Company. A pro‘essional company has also aunouucel 
performances for every night during the ensuing cight weeks. 
‘Lh2 approaching races are also engaging attention, 

The settlement has latterly suffered severely from fires. 
Cn the morning of the 25th Sept. six shops in the Pén-tave- 
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Jung were burned, and but for the exertions of the police a 
much more serious loss of property must have occurred. The 
entire block of buildings was insured in the “ Royal,” the agents 
for which—Messrs. Bower, Hanbury and Co.—have presented 
the police with the sum of one hundred dollars, as a mark of 
their appreciation of the exertions of the latter. A few days 
later an alarming conflagration broke out on the Hongque side ; 
and again on the 6th Oct. the Maloo was the scene of a sceond 
_ fire, more disastrous in its results than was that above 
mentioned. That a very large amount of property was 
not sacrificed is duo entirely to the fearless and indefa:

The Times’ correspondent sends} the following under date 
October 8 :— 

Her Majesty’s gunboats Hardy and Staunch have just returned 
from a successful cruise after pirates among the islands of the 
Chusan group. On leaving Ningpo the two vessels proceeded 
in different directions towards the spot where it was antici- 
pated that a piratical pest would be found, in order to inter- 
cept any junks that might attempt to escape. The latter, 





duce has been reduced from 1"to $ per cent. 

From Soochow the North China Herald gives an account that 
the country in the vicinity of this city is perfectly quiet, aud 
the villagers are returning in great numbers. An outrage was 
committed on three Germans and one Englishman who lately 
made a trip into the country round Soochow. It seems that 
these men were on their way to join one of the disciplined 
forces, aud had nearly arrived at their destination. At a village 
where they stopped they were very kindly treated, and even 
fed aud lodged without charge. Having left the hospitable 
shelter of this village, the travellers were encouraged to pass on 
to the next halting place on their route. Here the people 
refused either to give or to scll provisions of any kind. 
Being unable to obiain supylics by fair means the men _pro- 
2eded to take what they wanted, and uo doubt conducted them. 

. Selves as rowdies usually do when away from all the restraints 
of civilised life. ‘Ihe villagers rose and gave the culprits a 
beating, which the latter certainly very richly deserved. ‘They 
‘were then allowed to escape, and thoy continued their way to 
the next village on the ercek, where they were met by 2 mob 
determined to prevent aggzession. To this end the villagers 
seized the boat, arrested the three foreigners, and brought them 
before the local mogistrate, for the violence ‘of whose 
Conduct no excuse can be offered. Instead of taking 
charge of them and forwarding them to Shanghii, they wero 
given up to be dealt with according to the will of the mob, 
‘They were Leaten, tied up by the wrists, put up to their necks 
in water, and otherwise badly treated, One German and the 
Englishman have sinco dicd in consequence of the injuries 
which they sustained. They eventually escaped, got to Soo- 
+ -chow, and there obtained money sufficient to bring them back 
to Shanghai. The punislinent inflicted was outrageously 
~ severe, but we can ouly regret that theirown misconduct seems 
to have, in the first instance, brought it on them, Such is a 
summary of what occurred: Baron Radowitz, Mr. Probst, and 
Mr. Interpreter Alabaster pt eded to Soochow to investizate 
the caso, but the resuit of their inquiries has not yet been | 
published. The depositions of the two Germans who survived 
havo been taken, and coincide in all points with the sk-tch 
given above. 

The same journal publishes the following from Paoshun :-— 
This usually tranquil spot, which has hardly beon heard of sinee 
the rebel catnpaign in the north-east of this province, was, on 
Sunday eveving last, the rcene of a brutal outrage. The 
steamer Sycv, owned by the well-known native merchant Yang 
Pang or Takee, was on her way to the island of Tsung-ning 
and had dropped anchor, when she was boarded by a few Can- 
tonese, who were immediately juined by the Cantonese portion 
of the crew and the firenen, Having se'zed the captain, they, 
after a sharp struggle, fuiced the remainder of the erew and the 
passengers into the hold, which was battened down. ‘They then 
took the captain, a poor fellow named Wilson, and leading him 
down the companion way, chopped his head off with an ordi- 
nary meat knife and threw the body overboard. Having accom- 
plished this, they transferred miscellancous property and 
sycee to the amonnt of about thirty thousand tzels, to 

















however, appeared to have gained scent of the expedition, and 
had all disappeared when the two gunboats arrived off Koteu 
Island, one of their favourite resorts. As, however, the whole 
Chusan archipelago abounds in cover to which it is well known 

that pirates habitually resort, it was determined to prosecute 
the search. On the 9th information was obtained that two 
piratical lorchas had just put to sea from Sheipoo harbour, but 
they were lost sight of, and during the three following 

days no suspicious craft could be discovered. On the 
morning of the 12th the gunboats again arrived off 
Sheipoo on their way back to Ningpo, and this time 
were more fortunate in their visit. The pirates had evidently 
flattered themselves that the search was over in this direction, 
and had doubled back to Sheipoo as soon as the gunboats had 
loft it, The latter were still further favoured by the darkness, 
which had already fallen when they arrived. Armed boats 
were seut off from each, which surprised and eaptured two 

junks and 25 of the crews after little resistance, the whole 

affair being over within two hours. On the following morning 

the Staunch steamed to the bottom of the harbour and brought 

out another pirate junk, which had been deserted by her crew. 

Having landed the prisoners to be dealt with by the native 

authorities, the two gunboats steamed out of the bay at day- 

light on the 14th, but had not gone far when they perceived the 

mast of a junk peering over a point of land at a considerable 

distance. Casting off the junks and anchoring them outside, 
they steamed as close to the spot as the shallowness of the 
water would allow, and then sent away their boats 
fully manned and armed in pursuit. The latter, after a 
pull of about four miles among the islands, came in 
sight of two vessels beached on the mud in a beautifully secret 
core, where they no doubt conceived themselves quite safe 
from discovery. The thoment the boats appeared at the 
entrance, the junks opened a sharp fire with grape and gingall 
balls from the four guus which each carried in her broadside. 
The shots,- however, were badly directed, and the attacking 
party wore able to land without loss, and take up a position on 
some high land from which they poured so hot a fire of mus- 
ketry that the pirates soon abandoned their vessels and scudded. 
along the mud flats at their best speed, several being knocked 
over in their flight. On descending to the beach the victors 
foand eight men lying with their throats cut, and fon boarding 
the junks three others in the same condition. Another man, 
who was lying bound, but alive, was released, and informed the 
captorsthat he andthe murdered men belonging to the crew ofa 
large Foochow junk had been taken by the pirates a fow 
days previously, and that twenty othersiof his comrades were lying 
bound below. The latter were at once released, and wero 
taken by the Hardy to the spot where they said their junk 
had been left at anchor. It is needless to say that she was 
restored to them. Later in the afternoon the two junks were 
blown up, and the gunboats set out on their return to Ningpo, 
the Jardy having in tow the Foochow trader, and the Staunch 
the two junks that had been captured at Sheipoo. Very bad 
weather was experienced during the voyage, and some danger 
incurred through the heavy loads they had astern; but at 
length, on the evoning of the 16th, all five vessels were safely

SwaTOW. 

The Daily Press has the fo!lowing :—The foreign community 
of Swatow were put into a state of alarm a few nights ago 
by the sound of heavy firing at midnight, close to the scttle- 
ment. ‘This proved to be two piratical junks covering a 
landing party detached from thcir crews, who had been dis- 
covered by the Kakchio men looting Messrs. Bradley and Co.'s 
godowns, and were making oft with their plunder. 

Directly the rascals got on board their junks they stood up 
the river, having secured about one thousand bags of bean- 
cake. Messrs, Richardson and Goodrich (of Messrs, Bradley 
and Co.’s firm), Mr. Preston (of the Customs), and Mr. Sage 
{the Consular Constable), snatching up what arms they could, 
gave chase in three boats. 

‘The pursuit continued for twelve miles, a running fight being 
kept up the entire distazce. The pirates fired from large guns, 
but the gigs, by keeping well on the junk’s quarters, escaped 
injury, and by sustaining a well-directed and an incessant fire 
fromfthe gigs at aboutjthirty yards’ distance, the pirates were 
so cut up; that finally they were compelled to run their boats 
ashore and desert them. This they did close to two large 
villages, and fitJwas not thought safe to follow the fugitives, 
Particularly as such could ouly have_been done by wading in 
the mud. 

The boats towed the junks off and brought them down to 
Kakchio in triumph, arriving about eight a.m. The junks' 
decks were covered with blood, and bullet holes prevailed to an 
alarming extent. Mr. Preston gave one pirate the contents of 
two barrels with No. 4 shot at only twenty yards’ distance. 
Sage confined his practice to the helmsmen, and committed sad 
-havoc with a Sharp's rifle. It is hoped that the mandarins will 
hunt down the perpetrators of this robbery, and make a severe 
example of them. 


HONG KONG. 

The English Mail, with dates to 26th August, arrived out on 
the 4th Oct., in 39 days, The dates are now down to the 15th. 
The steamer Glengyle, Capt. O'Sullivan, arrived out on the 11th 
Oct., having left the Clyde on 8th July. 

The following marine reports are from the Evening Mail :— 

The Hamburg brig Bruno reports having encountered severe 
weather on the 7th Sept., in which she lost her foremast-head 
and several sails. On the 17th, she rescued a man from part 
of the wreck of a vessel supposed to be} the Hamburg ship 
Goshen. Some doubt, however, exists as to this, for the man, 
‘being a native of Cape Palwa, is not very easily understood. 
From his statement it would appear she was bound from Borneo 
to China, when her cargo shifting in a heavy gale, she foundered 
with all on [board. The mate and himself managed to keep 
afloat on a part of the ship’s house, but the former died before 
assistance came. He also says a large full-rigged ship passed 
by three days before the Bruno, and inquired the name of the 
vessel, but would not take him off because he was a black 
fellow. 

The British ship Pak Wan arrived on 1st Oct. after a passage 
of 90 days from London, which is the fastest this year. She 
reports having encountered strong easterly gales from Tristan 
d’Acunha to lat. 40 S., and strong gales off the Cape of Good 
Hope ; and after entering the China Seas, she had a southerly 
wind up to lat. 10 N., and north-east and northerly the remain- 
der of the passage, Passing through [the Gaspar Straits, she 
saw three vessels ashore, one of which, a large iron ship, ap- 
peared to have been only recently abandoned. 

A narrative of the rescue of the passengers and crew of the 
Hamburg schooner -4th/et, which was wrecked on the Pratas on 
the morning of the 29th Sept, has been published. The account 
was kindly given us by the Rev. Mr. Gulick, who, with his wife, 
was on his way to the scene of his mission work, in the north 
of China. The present position of the Chinese junkmen, who 
behaved s0 honourably in saving from the wreck and 
sefely landing the party, who saw nothing but death before them, 
is not a very safe one for the honour and probity of foreigners, 
‘or for thé encouragement of humane acts on the part of native 
junkmen. The journal of the rev. gentleman gives a very fair 
and impartial statement of events which have occurred up to 
the present moment ; and for the present we only express the 
hope that the Chinamen will get their well-merited due, 

The steamer Union reports that a very severe gale was 





felt at Formosa on the 24th Sept., and much damage done 
to ships in the harbour of Keelung. The Hanoverian b.ig 
Afathilde was driven on to Tamsui bar, and was almost a total 
wreck when the Union left. On her passage to Hong Kong 
the Union called at the Pescadores, aud was there informed by 
the Chinese that a two masted iron steamer had been lost on 
the north rocks on the 27th of Sept. Her cargo, they stated, 
consisted of cotton and beancake. 

H.B.Al's gunboat Opossum went out for a cruise, returning 
with three junks and twenty prisoners, ‘They were taken 
without resistance in Sow-ke-wan Bay, having full cargoes, with 
English marks upon them. 

Tho Hamburg brig Cart Johanna, which left Hong Kong 
bound to Chefoo on 13th September, has been’ obliged to put 
back, having encountered the typhoon on the 27th, in which 
she stove in the water-casks she had on deck. 

‘The Hamburg barque Vene:wela reports having had moderate 
weather during the latter part of her passage. Off Aujer, on 
the 8th September, sho saw the British ship Maribelle, 127 days 
from New York towards Hong Kong ; some of the crew ashore 
sick, On the 12th September, in the Macclesfield Straits, sho 
saw a large British clipper ship take the ground, and in about 
an hour after part amidships and sink entirely, the crew reach- 
ing the shore in boats. 

‘The British ship Vaiclen Queen, from London, reports having 
encountered a heary gale on the 25th August, in lat. 46 S., 
long. 39 E. Up the China Sea she had light south-west and 
southerly winds as high as 13 N., and since then a strong 
north-east monsoon, On 19th August, in lat. 46.30 S,, long. 
10 E,, about noon, the second mate, Mr. Isaac Nicholson, was 
unfortunately washed overboard. A boat was instantly lowered, 
though a high sea was running, but all efforts to rescue him 
were futile. On 19th September, off Java Head, the cook, a 
Chinaman, named Aching, either jumped or fell overboard. 

The Daily Press pours out a heap of abuse on Sir Hercules 
Robinson for the appointment of Captain Kinder as Mint 
Master, and the latter gentleman also comes in for a share. 

"The stoamer Fusi-yama, on her passage from Hong Kong 
to Yokohama, when off the north end of Formosa, with the 
wind blowing strongly from]the northward, broke her crank 
shaft. This was followed by the bursting of one of the 
cylinders, After laying to for twelve hours the broken engine 
was successfully disconnected, and tho steamer made Nagasaki 
for repairs on the 23rd of September. They were accom- 
plished, and she was obliged to leave for Yokohama on the 5th 
of October. 

The following notification has appeared:—A godown 
of from three to five hundred tons capacity is required 
by the Colonial Government for the storage of materials 
expected from England for the Mint. The godown will be 
taken for six {months certain, and a power of renewal by 
Government for a further period of six months will be 
retained. ‘I'enders for the above, stating situation, price per 
month, and capacity, will be received at the Surveyor-General’s 
office, 

The China Mail on the late riots between the military and 
police says :—The details of this affair have been very spare in 
the Hong Kong papers. Tho result of the inquests on the 
bodies of several persons killed in a riot in Hollywood-road 
has been inconclusive, no verdict having been brought against 
persons known to the jury. The inquest on the body of an 
Indian constable has been somewhat more decisive, being a 
verdict of wilful murder against eleven soldiers of the 99th 
Regt., who will, of course, be tried at the Supreme Court ; but 
it is difficult to say whether, among so many, the real murderers 
will be pointed out to the satisfaction of the jury. In the 
meantime, that hitherto well-behaved and respectable class of 
men have been rusticating at Kowloong, and we hear that they 
are under orders for the Cape for two years previous to return. 
ing home. 

CANTON. 

The circular of Messrs. Nye and Co. Canton, has the fol- 
lowing on the proposed railways in China :—Reverting to the 
subject of the proposed railway from Canton to Hankow, as 
the measure of all others available most fraught with 
blessings, both moral and material, to the Chinese people, as 
reaching in this double sense, and most directly, the heart of 
the empire, we cannot but allude again to the compensation 
due to them as passive sufferers in the destructive collisions 
of the two civilisations, out of which the obvious gain has been 
chiefly to our own, to point out that in taking the initiative of 
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— 
forcible inculcation we committed ourselves to the correlative 
obligation to ecntribute the beneficent results of Western civili- 
sation as embodied in railway aud other ‘means of intercom- 
munication and hoaco of moral and aocial culture prelusive! of 
those of a spiritual nature. But we have no need to appeal to 
‘a sense of duty foriucentive to thisundertaking, since the volume 
of trade alone and irrespective of the passenger traffic of this 
populous country will suffice for its ample productiveness to 
the shareholders. And since its utility to the Government as 
@ means of preserving order is susceptible of clear demonstra- 
tion to the Court of Peking, we may hope that the present 
cordial accord of the four great Powers in presenco there by 
their able representatives,—Englaud, France, Russia and 
America,—may be effective in obtaining not only the permissive 
sanction of thé Imperial Government but its assurance of 
pecuniary support of this undertaking. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates hence are to the 23rd October. The London Mail ‘of 
the 10th September arrived out on the 18th October, and the 
French Mail of the 17th September on"tho night of the 21st. 
Since we last wrote (says the Strait Times), instructions have 
com? down from India to the Government here, to proceed 
with the construction of works for the supply of the town 
with water. These will entail an expenditure of at least £10,000 
in the first year, leaving about double that amount to be after- 
wards spent by the municipal authorities for the purposes of 
distributing the water. Of course, this work will in course of time 
Tay,itself, and afterwards be asource of considerable” municipal 
¥.ve.ue ; but it is an outlay in the first place which wo scarcely 
expected the Government of India, under the present circum- 
stances of piobable transfer, to sanction ; ‘for it is underatood 
that India makes no claim to reimbursement for what she 
has expended on public works, and it is just possible that the 
sum to be expended on these works—which may reach nearcr 
£20,000 than £10,000—may not be covered by the year’s 
Yevenue, and may have to be set down among the previous 
sums spent upon public works, and lost to the India Govern- 
ment. Another way of looking upon it is, that the Indian Go- 
vernment have reaily had intelligence that we are not to be 
transferred to the Colonial office.

By the Oenarang, Dutch mail steamer, we hear of the totel 
loss of the British ship Knight Te ‘emplar, Captain Sparke, of 
Liverpool, bound from Shanghai to London, in Allass Straits, 
on the i7th Sept. The captain, passengers, and some of his 
crew arrived at Singapore on the 19th Oct. Captain Swan, of 
the British barque Acepsate, also from Shanghai for London, had 
arrived, reporting the loss of his yesscl on the Island of Savu in 
June last. 

The British steamer Foong-Sucy, from New York on the 
28th July, arrived at Singapore on the 19th October. 

The British steamer Glengyle, Captain Sulivan, from Glasgow 
the 8th July last, arrived on the evening of the 30th September, 
and sailed for Hong Kong on the 2nd October. 

The British steamer Fire Queen, Captain Thompson, from 
New York the 7th July last, arrived on the morning of the 
2nd October. 

Captain Cartz, the officers and crew of the iron ship Sea 
Horse (the wreck of which vessel in Gaspar Straits was noticed 
in the London and China Telegraph of the 9th November), 
arrived on the 22ud%October from Billiton in a native craft, 
They describe the vessel as a total wreck—nothing but some of 
the stores and rigging being saved. During the time the ship- 
wrecked crew were on Billiton, they received every kindness and 
attention from the Dutch authorities,

Raw Sitk.—Suaxcual.—For a short time after the departure of last 
mail the dealers continued firm, notwithatanding the high rate of ex- 
change. Latterly, however, they became more anxious to realise, and 
submitted to a decline of 10 to 15 tacls per picul, which enabled them to 
sell about 1,500 bales. The receipts from the country are estimated at 
800 bales, and the Chinamen report they find difficulty in obtaining sup- 
pies ‘and that prices are, consequently, very high. From Japan only 83 

ales have come forward, and although at Yokohama they are sanguine 
that the stock at Yedo will shortly be brought down, there is still much 
uncertainty about it, so little dependence can be placed in the promises 
made by the eapenese officials. The transactions of the fortnight are 
stated at 1,500 bales, against 1,700 do. the corresponding fortnight of 
last season, and 1,200 of the season before. The present stock is stated 
at 6,000 bales.

Several 
parcels have been smuggled down, but as they passed direct into the hands 
of the respective firms who were interested fm them, they were not placed 
onthe market, and prices therefore cannot be quoted. The native silk 
dealers give strong assurances that the silk now detained at Yedo will 
shortly be set free, but beyond this there is no ground to base a hope when 
this desideratum will take place. The exports this season have been 698 
bales, against 5,810 bales eame period last season. 

Daves, &c.—Cassia Lignea: Settlements are reported to the extent 
of 500 piculs at $5.60, and notwithstanding the augmentation of the 
stock to 800 piculs the article is firmly held at $15.70, being fully 20 
cents advance on last quotations.

Suancual (FromJobn R. Frazer and Co.'s Circular).—The animation 
which existed in this market at the departure of the last mail continued 
during the greater portion of the past fortmght, but the high rates at which 
the market opened are declining. The news brought by the English mail 
of the 10th August and the French mail of the 16th August, with tele- 
grams, aod the state of gur money market here, have ail had the effect of 
causing buyers (o wait for lower rates or advices of improvement at home. 
The cotton is now coming on the market pretty freely, but it is to be re- 
gretted that the Chinese still persist in wetting or otherwise falsely packing 
the cotton, and though -the resistance made to receiving wet cotton is 
well understood by them,'the:desire to purchase when ratvs were so high 
has encouraged Chinese to wet the cotton to make up in weight 
for the decline in price. It is quite certain that as the price 
has declined the supply bes become of an inferior description, the 
cotton in the hands of the weavers being much superior to that 
brought on the Shanghai market. The rates given at present are so much 
in favour of the planters or farmers that the greater portion of the dealers 
or cotton shopkespers have been obliged to siop buying, even with the 
market price at Tis. 20. Parcels on the spot have been sold this week in 
lots of 200 to 1,000 bales each, at Tis. 19.50 10 Tls. 20 for Shanghai de- 
nomination. Tis. 19 for Kongpo. Tientsin, Tls. 19.50. Contracts for 
delivery this month, Tis.'19.25 and Tis.

T-Cloths: During the last week there has 
been more inquiry for these goods, and the value of the lighter grades had 
advanced fully 10 cents per picul, To-day however, there is less demand, 
and the market closes rather dull, Settlements amount to 22,400 
pieces, and 12,800 pieces sold by public auction.

THE NAVAL ACTION IN JAPAN. 
(From the London Gazette of Nov. 18.) 


Despatches, of which the following are copies, have been 
received at the Admiralty from Vice-Admiral Sir Augustus L. 
Kuper, K.C.L., the Commander-in-Chief of Her Majesty's ships 
and vessels on the China station :— 

“OpERATIONS IN THE STRaiTs OF SIMONOBEKI. 
“ Euryalus, Straits of Simonoseki, Sept. 15. 

« Sir,—I acquainted the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty briefly 
in my letter of the 10th inst., No. 342, with the successful result of the 
operations of the allied squadrons in the Straits of Simonoseki, and I have 
now the honour of reporting in detail, for their lordships’ information, the 

ogress of events subsequently to the 29th ult., the day of our departure 
from Yokohama, 

“2, The Perseus having joined my flag in the entrance to the Boungo 
Channel, with a large collier in tow from Shanghai, and the Coquette 
arriving at the rendezvous on the 4th from Nagasaki, the force by which 
the operations were conducted consisted of the undermentioned ships, 
viz. s— 











.—The Euryalus, Tartar, Conqueror, Barossa, Leopold, Argus, 

Perseus, Coquette, Bouncer, and the battalion of Royal Marines.

. The whole squadron having assembled at the island of Hime 
Sima, in the Inland Sea (the appointed rendezvous), left that anchorage 
at 9 A.M. on the 4th inst, and steered for the entrance to the Straits of 
Simonoseki, anchoring in the afternoon out of range of the batteries, 
“4, ‘The accompanying tracing of the chart of the straits will explain 
to their lordahips the position and strength of the batteries as described 
thereon by Major Wray, Royal Engineers, the batteries being referred to 
in this despatch by numbers corrospondin, with those on the plan. 
‘5. Having, in company with astral Jaurés, reconnoitred the 
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position of the batteries belonging to the Prince of Choshiu, it was 
arranged that the attack should be made on the Sth inst., as soon as the 
tide served, and at 2p.o. the signal was made for the ships to take up 
their positions, 

«« As soon as this was accomplished the action was commenced from the 
bow gun of the Euryalus, and the fire was smartly returned and kept up 
with much spirit by the Japanese batteries. At about 4.30 p.ot. the fire 
from Nos. 4 and 5 batteries evidently slackened, and shortly afterwards 
ceased altogether, and by 5.30 batteries Nos. 6, 7, and 8 were also 
silenced. The day was now too far advanced to admit of the landing 

ties being disembarked, but the Perseus and the Dutch corvette Me- 
dusa being very close to battery No. 5, and it being too dark to signalise 
for instructions, Commander A. J. Kingston, with Lieutenant F. J. Pitt 
and a party of men from the Perseus, followed by Captain de Casembroot 
and Lieutenant de Hart, of the Medusa, gallantly landed, spiked most of 
the guns in that battery, and returned to their ships without casualties of 
any sort, thus rendering very valuable service. ute 

% 6. The positions taken up by the allied squadrons in this afternoon's 
engagement were as follows :—The advanced squadron, under the com- 
mand of Captain J. M. Hayes, consisting of the Tartar, Dupleix, Metalen 
Kruis, Barossa, D'Jambi, and Leopard, moved into the bay off the village 
of Tanoura, as shown on the plan, within easy range of batteries 3 to 9 
inclusive, while the Euryalus and Semiramis cpened fire upon the same 
works; the light squadron, under Commander Kingston, consisting of the 
Perseus, Medusa, Tancréde, Coquette, and Bouncer, were directed to take 
the batteries in flank ; the Argus and Amsterdam, being at first kept in 
reserve to render assistance to any ship that might be disabled or grounded, 
were afterwards ordered to close and engage; and the Conqueror, having 
the battalion of Marines on board, was, in consquence of the ditficult 
navigation, directed to approach only sufficiently near toadmit of her Arm- 
strong guns bearing on the nearest batteries. During this operation the 
Conqueror grounded twice on a knoll of sand, but came off again without 
assistance and without sustaining any damage. The Takiang also fred 
several shots from her one Parrot gun, doing good service. The Coquette 
towards the close of the engagement was withdrawn from her position 
with the fanking squadron, and sent to assist the foremost of the advanced 
corvette squadron, a service which Commander A. G. R. Roe performed 
with great promptness. 

oat daylight on the 6th inst, No. 8 battery again opened fire upon 
the advanced squadron, doing some damage to the Tartar and Dupleix, 
but on the squadron returning the fre the battery was soon tilenced and 
only an occasional straggling shot was fired from it afterwards. The ar- 
rangements for the disembarkation having been completed, the allied forces, 
compoted of the small.arm companies of the Euryalus and Conqueror, 
under the command of Captain J. H. J. Alexander, of the Euryalus, 
the battalion of Marines and Marines of the squadron under that of 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. G. Suther, and detachmen’s of 350 French and 
200 Dutch seamen and Marines, the former under the command of 
Captain du Quilis and Lieutenant Layrle, Chef-d’Etat Major, and the 
latter under that of Lieutenant Binkis, were distributed in the boats of 
the squadron, and towed to the opposite shore by the Argus, Perseus, 
Coquette, Tancride, Amsterdam, Medusa, and Takiang, the Bouncer 
assisting to cover the landing, which was effected without accident, under 
the able superintendence of Captain W. G. Luard, of the Conqueror, 
assisted by Commatder E. T. Nott, of that ship, and the force proceeded, 
under my-personal directions, to assault and take possession of the prin- 
cipal batteries, which was accomplished with only trifting opposition. All 
the guns having been dismounted and spiked, carriages and platforms 
burnt, and magazines blown up, and deeming it inexpedient, from the 
very rugged and almost impenetrable nature of the country, to retain pos- 
session of any post on shore during the night, I directed the whole force 
to re-embark at 4 p.m. 

“8, The French and Dutch detachments were already in their boats, 
when the Naval Brigade, stationed at Battery No. 5, was suddenly 
attacked by a strong body of Japanese assembled in the valley in the 
rear of the battery. Colonel Suther's battalion of Marines coming up 
at this moment a joint attack was immediately organised, and the enemy 
driven back upon a strongly-placed stockaded barrack, from mhich they 
were dislodged after making a brief but sharp resistance, leaving seven 
small guns in our possession. I regret to say that Captain Alexander, 
while gallantly leading hi n to the attack of the stockade, received a 
severe wound in the foot, and many other casualties also occurred in this 
attack. The whole force having then been ordered to embark reached 
their ships without accident, notwithstanding the violence of the currents, 
which presents serious obstacles to any operations in these straits. 

“9, During this day's action I noticed with great pleasure the cool- 
ness and gallantry of the Naval Brigade, under Captain Alexander, the 
excellent discipline and steady bearing under fire of the battalion of 
Marines under Colonel Suther, ably sapported by Lieutenant-Colonels 
P. C. Penrose and C. W. Adair; and I observed with satisfaction the 
Teadiness with which the French and Dutch brigades occupied their posi- 
tions. It was, however, a source of regret to me that the embarcation of 
our allies prevented their taking part in the gallant affair at the enemy’s 
stockade. 

«10. ‘The Perseus, while covering the landing on the morning of this 
day was driven on shore by a strong eddy of the current, and, resisting 
all efforts to get her off, she remained fast until midnight of the followin, 
day (7th), when, having been considerably lightened, she was towed of 
under the judicious management of Commander John Moresby, of the 
Argus, and apparently without damage. 

“11, The batteries from Nos. 1 to 8 inclusive being now entirely in 
our possession, large working parties were landed early on the morning of 
the 7th, and commenced embarking the guns esplured on the previous 
days; and during the afternoon the Tartar, Metalen Kruis, D'Jambi, and 
‘Dupleix moved round to the westward of Mozi Saki point, preparatory to 
an attack on Batteries Nos. 9 and 10. 

12 On the 8th inst. 1 shifted my flag to the Coquette (Admiral 
Jaurés accompanying me), and proceeded, in company with the four ships 
named in the last Pargraph, then composing the advanced squadron, to 
open fire upon Batteries Nos. 9 and 1 fire not being retumed, 
parties were shortly afterwards landed from the squadron to destroy the 
































batteries and embark the guns, the whole of which was effected b the 
evening of the 10th, and all the guns are now on board the ships of the 
allied squadrons; the embarkation of the guns, consisting of 62 pisces of 
ordnance, of various sizes, a work of much labour and difficulty, was ver 
efficiently performed, under the directions of the captainsof the allied squad- 
rons, Captain W. M. Dowell, of the Barossa, who had charge of thee n- 
barkation at one of the principal batteries, has brought to my notice the 
zealous assistance rendered by Lieutenants W. H. Cuming of the Barossa, 
and R. E. Tracey, of the Euryalus, and by Lieutenant Costa, of the Semi- 
ramis, which contributed largely to the success of the undertaking. 

“13, 1 forward for their Lordships’ favourable notice copies of letters 
Thave received from Captains Hayes and Alexander, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Suther, Commanders Moresby and Kingston, and the surgeon of my 
Aagship, and would beg leave to draw altention to the testimony borne 
by them respectively to. the conduct of various officers and men whose 
duty was performed under their immediate directions, and in which I 
desire to assure their Lordships that I fully concur. 

“14. In addition to these reports, it is my pleasing duty to record the 
high sense I entertain of the skill and gallantly displayed by tha entire 
force under my command during the operattons above described. Of 
the fire maintained by the Tartar in the conspicuous position I had assigned 
to Captain Hayes, as the senior captain, and of the gallant manner in which 
he was supported by Captain Franclieu, of the Dupleix; Captain de Man, 
of the Metalen Kruis; Captain W. M. Dowell, of the Barossa ; Captain 
Van Rees, of the D'Jambi, and Captain C. T. Leckie, of the Leopard, 
L cannot speak too highly. I beg leave also to bring under their Lord- 
ships’ notice the zeal and activity displayed by Captain W. G. Luard, of 
the Conqueror ; Captain J, H. J, Alexander, of the Euryalus; Li 
tenant-Colonel W. G. Suther, commanding Royal Marine Baltalion ; 
Commander John Moresby, of the Argus; Comminder Augustus J. 
Kingston, of the Persous ; Commander &. T. Nott, of the Conqueror 5 
Commander J. E. Hunter, of the Euryalus; Commander A. G. R. Roe, 
of the Coquette ; Lieutenant H. L. Holder, commanding the Bouncer ; 
and Lieutenant Richard H. Harington, of the Euryalus, who succeeded 
to the command of the Waval Brigade on Captain Alexander being 
wounded; as well as Captain du Quilis, of the Semiramis; Captain 
Muller, of the Amsterdam; Captain dz Cisembroot, of the Medusa; 
and Lieutenant Pallu, commanding the Tancrede; and I have to thank 
Lieutenant Pearson, of the United States’ Navy, for the efficient assist- 
ance rendered by him in the chartered steam vessel Takiang in towing 
boats and for subsequently consenting to receive on board the wounded 
men of the squadrons, 

“15. To the hearty co-operation and the cordial goodwill displayed by 
Rear-Admiral Jaures, during the preparations for and the progreis of these 
operations, Lam deeply indebted. I have endeavoured to express to that 
officer the satisfaction I have felt in having been associated with him in 
the conduct of this affair, and my appreciation of the good service rendered 
by the able and efficient force under the Rear-Admiral'’s command. I 
have also conveyed to Captain de Man, the senior officer of His Net her- 
lands Majesty's ships, my thanks for the efficient co-operation and. “sist 
ance of the squadron under his command, as well as to Lieutenant Pear- 
son, of the United States’ Navy, for the readiness with which he has 
sought to carry out my wishes on all occasions, Without the cheerfully 
rendered and able support of these officers, and the perfectly good under- 
standing which has prevailed throughout the allied squadron, the very 
rapid and brilliant successes that Fave attended our operations could 
scarcely have been secured without greater losses, and considerable delay ; 
and I trust that the satisfactory result will receive the approbation of their 
lordships. 

“16, Much credit is due to the masters of the squadron for the skilful 
manner in which the various ships were mancouvred among numerous dif 
culties, and particularly to Mr. George Williams, master of my fagship, 
and Mr. John C. Solfleet, of the Conqueror, whose zeal and intelligence 
have deserved my special notice; and the praiseworthy conduct of Mr. 
James G. Liddel, of the Bouncer, the senior Second-Master on the sta~ 
tion, has been brought favourably before me by Lieutenant Holder, com- 
manding that gunboat, 

“17. Mr. D. L. Morgan, surgeon of my flagship, has called my atten- 
tion to efficient service rendered by the Medical Staff employed on shore 
under his directions, and to their devotion to the rounded: 

“18, Lshould wish also to bring under their lordships’ favourable 
notice my Secretary, Mr. Hemsley H. Shanks, and Flag-Lieutenant 
Robert P. Dennistoua, who accompanied me on shore and afloat through- 
out the operations, and rendered me valuable assistance. 

“19. To Major Wray, Royal Engincers, whose services have been 
placed at my disposal by the War-office, I am indebted for much useful 
information as to the nature and position of the batteries; and I have 
much pleasure in recording my sense of the energy and zeal displayed by 
this officer throughout the operations, and in the destruction of the batteries 
and magazines. Lieutenant Crowdy, Royal Engineers, who accompanied 
the expedition at my request, with the permission of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Browne, commanding Her Majesty's troops at Yokohama, also rendered 
valuable service with his men, both while attached to the Naval Brigade, 
and subsequently in the embarcation of the heavy guns. 

“20, Mr. J. F. Lowder and Mr. Earnest Satow, interpreters, attached 
to the squadron by Sir Rutherford Alcock, have afforded me every as 

nce, and have been most zealous in the performance of their duties. 
21, Since the conclusion of these operations I have satisfied myself, 
by personal examination of the entire Straits, that no batteries romain in 
existence on the territory of the Prince of Chothiu, and thus the passage 
of the Straits may be considered cleared of all obstructions. 

22, On the 8th inst., while the demolition of the batteries and the 
embarcation of the guns were in progress, an Envoy of the Prince of 
Choshiu came on board my flag-ship, uader a flag of truce, charged, ashe 
informed me, with instructions from the Prince to negotiate for a termina- 
tion of bostilities. He produced documents, said to have been written by 
command of the Prince of Coshiu, and stated that no opposition would 
henceforth be offered to the free of the Straits. ike Envoy also 
exhibited copies of letters to substantiate the statement that in the various 
acts of hostility towards foreign flags recently carried into effect the Prince 
had acted under the direct authority of the Mikado and of the Tycoon. 
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«93, Having conferred with Rear-Admiral Jaurés, who was present at 
the interview, it was determined that, to convince us of the sincerity of 
the Prince's desire for peace, it was indispensable that we should receive 
a written requisition, under his own hand, to that effect; and the Envoy 
having observed that an interval of two days would be required to obtain 
the desired communication, a suspension of hostilities for that time was 
agreed upon, and the squadrons were immediately directed to hoist flags 
of truce. | It was, however, stipulated that the armistice should not inter- 
fere with the work of embarking the guns from the batteries then in pro- 
caress, and it was accordingly proceeded with and completed, as previously 
described. 

“24, True to the time named, at noon the 10th inst., the Chief 
Councillor of the Prince of Choshiu (Mori Idzumo) came on board the 
Euryalus, and placed before me a despatch from the Prince, identical 
dospatches keing also brought for the senior officers of the allied 
squadrons, 

25. The very satisfactory character of the Princo’s written communi- 
cation and its humble tone afford, in the opinion of Rear-Admiral Jaurés 
and myself, reasonable grounds for the presumption that, apart from the 
brilliant success achieved in a military point of view, and the great extent 
of the injury inflicted upon the Prince of Choshiu, his power, and pres- 
tge, advantages of an important nature in a political sense may very 
possibly result from the presence of the allied squadrons in these Straits. 
Thave duly informed Sir Rutherford Alcock of these events, and have 
placed at his disposal the means of communicating with me here should 
he desire to do s 
+96, A personal inspection ofthe Straits of Simonoseki has convinced 
me of the inexpediency, with the means at present available, of holding 
any pasition either on an island or on any portion of the mainland in the 
vicinity of the Straits. [do not, therefore, purpose carrying into effect 
that portion of the programme of the diplomatic representatives forwarded | 
with my letter of the 28th ultimo, No, 328. It is, however, my intention 
to maintain postession of the Straits by leaving here an E: a French, 
and a Dutel vessel of war, until the relations between the Tycoon's Go-

«4. The assistance rendered by his Netherlands Majesty's ships Metalen 
Kruis and D'Jambi, and the preparations male by them beforehand, 
showed that they spared no trouble in preparing their ships for any emcr- 
gency, their ritled guns also teliing on the nearest fort. . 

«3, Tnecd hardly mention what pleasure I felt in finding that the 
Commander-in-Chief had given to the advanced squadron the services of 
so valuable and experienced an officer as Captain Dowell of Her Ma- 
jesty’s ship Barosea ; the judicious and cool manner with which that ship 
yr0s handled, and the precision of her fire, while replying to the enemy's 
guns, more particularly when directed on the Tartar, was fully appreciated | 
by myself and all on board. 

«6. At S25 a.M., onthe morning of the 6th, the long battery again 
opened fire, and, I am sorry to say, with unfortunate effect, the first 
charge killing two and wounding several on board the Dupleix, which 
vessel during the night had drifted between ourselves and the fort. She 
immediately slipped her cable and moved to her former position, when the 
‘Tartar again was instantly and repeatedly struck by the fire from the fort, 
dangerously wounding my first-lieutenant, Lieutenant W. A. De V. 
Brownlow, a valuable and steady officer, whose service I desire to bring 
under your favourable consideration. My second-lieutenant, Lieutenant 
C. L, Powell, immediately took his place, showing that cool aptitude for | 
work which is so valuable in an officer. 

“7, Having been directed to take up an advaneed position on the 
afternoon of the 7th, [ anchored the ship for the night in the position 
pointed out by yourself, advoncing the next morning while shelling the 
two last forts on Point Kibune toa position within 3,000 yards, when we 
again anchored, and thence shelled the forts, which had the effect of 
making the enemy abandon them without firing a gun, probably in conse

large amount of powder and upwards of seven or eight hundred shell, 
which soon after exploded, also from feeling the impossibility of coping 

with guns of such superior power, and the moral effect produced by the 

fleet on the two previous days. 

“8. Throughout the whole of these proceedings Mr. John £. Chapple, 
the master of the Tartar, showed the greatest coolness and judgment in 
the pilotage of the ship. 

“9. The Prussian offiecr, M. von Blane, lately appointed to this ship, 
proved his skill and worth in several ways, and I consider him an intelligent 
and valuable officer, certain to do credit to any position in which he may 
be placed. 

“10. The remainder of the officers and ship's company conducted 
themselves throughout entirely to my satisfaction.

“ Her Majesty's ship Euryalus, off Simonoseki, 
“ Sept. 10, 1864. 

“ Sir,—I have the honour, in compliance with your directions, to 
report as to the proceedings of the Naval Brigade landed under my 
command from Her Majesty's ships Eurvalus and Conqueror, in the 
Straits of Simonoseki, on the morning of the Gth inst: — 

That, having formed on the beach in the order prescribed by you 
with reference to the other landing forces, the Naval Brigade ascended 
the heights immediately above a succession of smill terraces to capture @ 
one-gun battery at their summit, and afier reaching the crest of the 
boulder descended its western side to overlook the heavy battery at its 
foot, and cover, if necessary, the flank of the combined column then 
advancing along the beach to the westward. 

* The one-gun battery was found to be deserted, the gun romoved, the 
carriage only remaining, which was immediately destroyed. 

«In crossing this battery the right flank became exposed to the enemy’s 
riflemen, concealed in the dense bush on the opposite (east) side of the 
ravine. 

« The leading company immediately deployed in ckirmishing order and 
returned their fire, while the column pushed on and guined the cover of 
the upper bluff, though not before the force had suffered the loss of three 
wounded. 

* On descending, with much labour, through the dense brushwood on 
the western side a detachment of French sailors was found in occupation 
of the upper battery on the right-hand side of the valley. 

“ The remainder of the force, excepting a company of Royal Marine 
Artillery (Lieutenant W. H. T. M. Dodgin, Royal Marine Artillery, in 
command), left to join my command, had coutinued its march weste 
ward. 

« Not conceiving the assistance of the brigade required by the main 
force, and as immediately on arriving at the foot of the hill parties of the 
enemy had shown themselves at intervals between the trees on either side 
of the valley, and opened fire with field and mountain pieces and mus- 
ketry, which they withdrew out of sight towards the head of the valley 
whenever my men advanced, I determined to hold the batteries on either 
side of the valley, and occupy the men in dismounting the guns, destroying 
the carriages, an'l exploding the magazines, &c., after which, if not 1 
quired to join the remainder of the force, I intended atiacking the enemy’ 
stockade at the head of the valley, and capturing his guns. 

“ The former part of my intention was carried out, and the men had 
had half an hour for such dinner as they could get, when I received ine 
telligence that the main body was returning, at the same time an order 
from yourself to embark, in accordance with which the Royal Marine 
Artillery Company had shoved off, when about halt-past three I received 
your orders to retain possession of the batteries, the Perseus being aground 
beneath that to the eastward. 

« T now considered it more than ever advisable to dislodge the enemy 
at the end of the valley, and the head of the Marine column appearing at 
this minute I sent a request to Lieutenant-Colonel Suther to co-operate 
for that object, to which he agreed, selecting the right side of the valley 
for his atta 

©The Naval Brigade, in order to take the left, instantly but with some 
dificulty, crossed by the ridges between the rice fietds, and on reaching the 
narrow rozdway on the left of the valley commenced ascending it at the 
double. 

«The enemy had already commenced firing, but on obserring from this 

and the approach of the Marines our’ ntentionfvas to attack,’his fire be+ 
came extremely hot. Our men continued at the double and retumed it 
with steadiness and visible effect, and when distant about 200 yards, with 
a loud cheer from all, the leading company rushed on, the succeeding 
company, while still advancing, returning the enemy's fire, which he con 
tinued from the parapet of the moat and top of an eight foot wall, back 
ing the front side of the palisade, till the leading men were within 50 
yards, when he threw down his arms and ran in all directions, 
Tregret to state that at this moment a musket-shot through theankle- 
joint of the right foot totally incapacitated me from proceeding, and, on & 
stretcher arriving, I was carried to the rear, leaving the brigade under the 
orders of Lieutenant Harington. 

“T have also to regret that this operation was not effected without a 
severe loss—via., 7 killed and 26 wounded in the Naval Brigade; but [ 
trust its successful termination, and the moral as well as physical effect of 
the reverse inflicted on the enemy, may justify in your opiuion its under. 
taking. 

“Tt gives me much pleasure to bring to your favourable notice the 
marked merit displayed in the following instance: 

“1, Mr. D, G. Boyes, midshipman of the Euryalus, who carried a 
colour with the leading company, kept it with headlong gallantry in 
advance of all, in face of the thickest fire, his colour-sergeauts having fallen, 
one mortally, the other dangerously wounded, and was only detained from 
proceeding yet further by the orders of his superior officer. The colour 
he carried was six times pierced by musket balls, 

“2. Lieutenant Frederick Edwards, commanding the third com pany, 
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has called my attention to the intelligence and daring exhibited by 
‘William Seeley, ordinary seaman, in ascertaining the enemy's position, 
and afterwards, when wounded in the arm in the advance, contigued to 
‘retain his position in the front, 

“Licutenant R. E, Tracey rendered me most valuable assistance 
throughout, and when disabled myself conducted the advance with great 
gallantry and ability. 

“ Lieutenant Edward's company, which was in’ advance, was most 
gallantly led by him, 

« Lieutenant Harington’s company efficiently supported him. 

« Lieutenant Jephson’s company, through my mistake only in} giving 
him the wrong route, did not arrive as soon as no doubt it otherwise 
would have done. 

“The Conqueror’s companies followed in support of Lieutenant 
Harington’s, and officers and men showed zeal and alacrity, and far more 
steadiness than could be expected from men together for s0 short a time 
and undertheir circumstances, 

“The medical officers, Messrs. E. A, Birch, Samuel MBean, and J.T. 
Comerford, assistant-surgeons, were exceedingly prompt and constant in 
their attention to the wounded. 

+ “Mr. R. N. Haly, clerk, accompanied me throughout the day, and 
Mess. Henry H. Dyke and John Arthur Horne, midshipmen, acted os 
my aides-de-camp. 

« Lieutenant Crowdy, Royal Engineers, with four of the Royal Engines 
Corps, and having also under his directions the pioneers of the Naval 
Brigade, afforded active and useful assistance in exploding magazines, 
destroying guncarriages, &c.; at the same time they were very ready with 
heir rifes. 

“ Mr, Satow, of Her Majesty's Legation, Yokohama, accompaned me 
on all occasions and in the thickest fire to act as interpreter, if required. 

« In conclusion, the whole force, combatantsand non-combatants, during 
this long hot day, with exceedingly hard work, and under very trying 
circumstances, bebaved in such a manner as to merit the highest praise, 
Officers and men universally exhibiting gallantry, zeal, energy, and 
steadiness, their only fault being at times a too reckless exposure of them- 
selves, unwarranted by necessity, and all that their conduct leaves for me 
to hope is that I may ever be fortunate enough to have the honour 
to command such on similar occasions. — I have, ke.,

“ Her Majesty's ship Conqueror, Straits of Simonoseki, Japan, Sept. 7. 

* Sir,—In compliance with your orders I was yesterday disembarked a 
8 o'clock a.s, and, placed in command of the brigade, landed for the 
demolition of the enemy’s batteries. 

“ As soon as the force had been formed the battalion of English sailors, 
under the command of Captain Alexander, mounted the heights for the 

urpose of destroying a three-gun battery situated about 100 feet above the 
Bearh 3 and with the rest of the brigade—viz.,a battalion of French saitors, 
two battalions of Royal Marines (the first under the command of Lieut. 
Colonel Penrose, and the second of Lieutenant-Colonel Adair), a detach- 
ment of Royal Engineers, under the command of Major Wray, and a 
battalion of Dutch soldiers and sailors—I marched along the line of 
batteries, and under your personal observation dismounted the guns, burnt 
the carriages, and blew up the magazines, 

On returning from this duty, and after the French and Dutch portion 
ofthe brigade had re-embarked, the enemy opened fire upon us from a 
three-gun stockaded barrack building, situate in a ravine not casily ap- 
proachable, and very ill-suited to military mancuvring, 

“I directed the two battalions of Royal Marines to storm the building 
upon its right approach, while the battalion of sailors stormed upon its 
left. Afier a sharp resistance the enemy fled from his position. 

« Having spiked the guns and set fire to the buildings, I ordered the 
brigade to return to the place of embarkation. 

“In the exccution of this duty I very much regret that several casual- 
ties occurred. 

“ Captain Alexander, while gallantly leading his battalion, was severely 
wounded and carried to the rear, so also were Captain N. W. de Courcy 
and Lieut. J. W. Inglis, of the Ro: Marines. 

“Where all performed their duties well it is difficult to individualise, 
but I feel it incumbent on me to mention the high bearing of the com- 
manding officers of battalions, Lieutenant-Colonel Penrose, Royal 
Marines; Lieutenant-Colonel C. W. Adair, Royal Marines; and Capt. 
J. H. J. Alexander, Royal Navy; to those officers I am greatly indebted 
for their zeal and gallantry. 

The senior captain of Royal Marines, Captain N. W. de Courcy, 
who was severely wounded when at the head of his company, holding a 
difficult position ‘near the stockade, Captain and Brevet-Major Ambrose 
‘Woltige, acting Brigade-Major, and First Lieutenant J. C. Hore, my 
-orderly officer, { am bound to bring particularly to notice for their zealand 
intelligence. 

“The medical staff of Royal Marines, under Dr. C. K, Ord, were 
‘most active and prompt in their attendance to the wounded. 

“T beg also to state that I received much assistance when in the stock- 
aded barrack building from Lieutenant R. E. Tracey, Royal Navy, who 
carried out some orders it was necessary for me to give in a zealous and 
efficient manner.— I have, &c.,

THE SINGAPORE GOVERNORSHIP, 

Iy our issue of the 17th August we published an article on 
the above topic, in which we commented freely, as an inde- 
pendent journal should do, upon the capacity of the Singapore 
Governors generally for the important office they hold as chief 
at the helm of affairs in the Straits Settlements ; and specifi- 
cally named Sir SrasForD RaFFLes as a model Governor, whose 
liberal and vigorous policy it would be well if his successors 

. carried out progressively. Our ‘contemporary the Singapore 
Free Press chooses to designate that article as “ written in an 
© unwarrantably depreciatory spirit of our past rulers, and is 
“ mistaken in its several statements.” 

Touching the first assertion in this paragraph, we deny that 
we penned the article in such a spirit, as we have no desire to 
detract from the merits of those Governors who have exhibited 
capabilities of a high character in other branches of the public 
service, We merely wished to point out that they have not been 
selected from that class of public men whose education and 
training fitted them for developing the resources of the Settle- 
ments in past days, or adapting themselves to the present exi- 
genciesof thatimporiant colony, Singapore—the key toour posses- 
sions inthe Far East, To put the case as we meant it: surely it 
is no detraction from the ability of a gallant military Governor 
to say that he is not qualified to rule over a commercial de- 
pendency, where questions of peace and not of war engage his 
attention. In this spirit we maintain the argument laid down 
in the article which seems to have been so unpalatable to the 
Straits journals, and repeat, without fear of contradiction, 
what we then stated, which was as follows :—“ With the ex- 
“ ception of Sir Sramrorp RaFFtzs, scarcely one of the many 
“ Governors who have held office in the Straits Settlements has 
“ cither shown the will or the way to raise them in the colonial 
“ scale of sclf-dependence. We have no desire to cast reflections 
“ upon the character of thescveral administrators of affairs at Sin- 
 gapore since the time of RaFF.es, but it is well-known that the | 
“ educational and other institutions founded by him for the 
“ improvement of the intelligent natives have become effete 
“for want of gubernatorial patronage, and a helping hand 
“has rarely been put forth to develope the commercial re- 
“ sources of the magnificent port.” In proof of these remarks 
we have only to point to the neglected condition of the “ Singa- 
“pore Institution,” which should be the basis of British 
prestige among the educated native population ; to the pre- 
sent state of the Malay Peninsula, distracted as it is by war 
and contention; to our disturbed relations with Siam ; 
to the bombardment of Tringanu, and to the ambiguous policy 
pursued on the coast of Sumatra. It is unnecessary to refer to 
the past, the present unsatisfactory position of affairs would 
justify even more stringeut remarks than we have indulged in 

regarding the administration of the Government at the Straits, 
We refrain from doing so because we are aware that benefits 
have been conferred by them upon the settlements which, in a 
measure, make up for their short-comings in Over respects, 
For example, the interior administration of affairs has given 
satisfaction to the residents generally, an opinion in Wich wo 
fully concur, Thisis not the point which has given rise » the 
remarks in the article referred to by our contemporary, Besn 
doveloping the commercial capabilities of the port, we alludea

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to the growing importance of its external diplomatic relations ; 
hence we pointed out what we now reiterate :—“ It is, therefore, 
“ high time that a Governor should be installed there to hold 
“ the reins of government with a firm hand, and to maintain 
“the prestige of England among these settlements, com- 
“ mensurate with our position elsewhere. The day may be not 
“ far distant when affairs of moment may transpire, involving 
“ diplomatic decision of the highest order, in communicating 
“ with the French Governor of Saigon; and it would be only 
“ a matter of political prudence to have a competent Governor 
“ at the helm of affairs in our fine colony of Singapore.” To 
this we would further add : ‘that it is essential the next Governor 
should be a man of decision in carrying out his external diplo- 
macy with the neighbouring native States, so that there may be 
no paltry conventions entered into with cunning or ambitious 
chiefs, who flourish wrongfully under the egis of British power. 
On the other hand, a conciliatory policy is required to open the 
Malay Peninsula and its undeveloped products to our commerce, 
so that Singapore should reap the full benefits of its maritime 
position with that region ; for if the neglect of our interests 
there be continued, it is not improbable that the native trade 
may be diverted from its existing channel, to the detriment of the 
revenue, and the export shipping of the settlement. Moreover, 
from its proximity to the Kingdom of Siam, it is important that 
the amicable relations now existing be strengthened with its 
enlightened Krxa—who, of all poteutates in Eastern Asia, 
maintains and cultivates our relationship in the highest degree, 
It is patent to all the world that in this quarter the French have 
ambitious designs, which may lead to future complications with 
our representatives at Bangkok and the Straits Settlements; 
therefore it is essential that the Governorship of Singapore 
be filled by a competent man, who should, if necessary, have an 
increased salary to fulfil its duties with credit to the country. 

With regard to the article being mistaken in several of its 
statements, in reference to the antecedents of Singapore 
Governors, wherein we inadvertently stated that they “ have 
“ been almost exclusively military men, bred up in the stereo- 
“ typed school of an Indian durbar;” our contemporary has 
made the most of this, the slightest accusation of inefficiency 
advanced. It appears that there have been two military 
Governors during the last twenty-eight years, the late General 
Borrerworts, and Colonel CaveNaa#, the present Governor ; 
and two civil Governors, the late Sir Groraz Bonnam, and 
Mr. Buunpett. It should appear that none of these gentle- 
men had been bred up in the “stereotyped school of an 
“Indian durbar,” as their predecessor, “ Mr. FULLARTON, 
“who was a Madras civil servant.” Now, we meant no 
disparagement in appending the doubtful political education 
we gave them credit for; as, however “stereotyped” 
and “red-tapist ” it might have been, still it was a degree of 
diplomatic training which qualified these Indian durbar officials 
to carry on outward relations with forcign Powers according to 
the forms and usage of the diplomatic service. We must there- 
fore conclude that this small modicum of education that ini- 
tiates political acumen or foresight in the mind of an adminis- 
trator of British diplomacy abroad was wanting in the case of 
these Governors ; who rung the changes of a weak policy and 
laissez faire administration for upwards of a quarter of a century, 
which was pretty equally divided between civilian and military 
Governors. Of these Sir Gronoe Boxsam is mentioned as 
“ by no means one of tho ablest of our Governors, and yet s0 
“ valuable were his services considered by H.M.’s Government, 
“ that, as an inducement to remain in Hong Kong, they bestowed 
“a baronetcy upon him.” Without casting the slightest re- 
flection upon the hospitable character of that Governor, we know 
from China experience that if there was any value in the late 
Sir Gzorae’s service to the Imperial Government it was almost 
entirely of a negative kind—based upon his remarkable capacity 
for doing nothing ; and from all we can leara, the claims of his 
memory upon the gratitude of the inhabitants of the Straits 
Settlements are founded upon the same principle. 

In alluding to the incficient administrations that have ap- 
peared in the annals of the Straits, wve have no desire to rake up 
the misgovernment and grievances of the past, except as 
illustrating the neglected garden, “ which has grown to sced, in 
“things rauk and gross,” as another Governor under a 
new régime may appear upon the ground to weed it out and 
direct its future development. A new era is dawning upon 
this group of scttlements in the Far East, especially upon that 
of Singapore, which is destined at no distant date to hold an 
It behoves, therefore, 
everyone who has the interests of these embryo States at 
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es 
heart, as the juncture of their transfer approaches, to aid Her 
Maszsty’s Government by their local experience in establishing 
@ vigorous administration, with a capable man at the helm of 
affairs, to guide the ship of the State through the shoals that at 
present bar its progress into a channel of vigorous commercial 
activity. 








HONG KONG. 

Tr is a long time since our attention has been drawn to Hong 
Kong, its government, and the progress of the town of Victoria, 
by any circumstance calling for special romark. The de- 
parture of Sir Hercuizs Roprnson, as Governor of the colony, 
to his new appointment at Ceylon, is an occasion wherein the 
journalist of China is in duty bound to record the event. 
During his term of office Sir Hencones has conducted the 
affairs of the settlement with respectable taleut; and it is 
just possible he might have exhibited greater administrative 
energy if he had had a wider field to operate on—in me- 
taphorical language, an Augean stable to cleanse, like 
his classic namesake. No great event has transpired cither 
to call forth his diplomatic talent, in dealing with cunning and 
astute mandarins, as some of his predecessors have dons. Con- 
sequently, he leaves Hong Kong in much the same condition of 
gtadual improvement as when he found it. If to have made no 
gubernatorial blunder be a qualification for advancement, then 
Sir Hercuxes leaves for ‘‘ fresh fields and pastures new,” in 
the Colonial domain at Ceylon, asa good and faithful shepherd 
who has entered into the joy of his mistress. Thus far we con- 
gratulate him on his change of post, and trust that we may be 
able to give a good account of his administration in the rapidly 
improving commercial dependency of Ceylon. ° 

But who is to be his successor at Hong Kong? Welearn that 
the Colonial Secretary, the Hon. W. T. Mercer, has been‘nomi- 
nated as Governor. It is reasonable for the Imperial Govern- 
ment to promote an old servant of the Crown, with consider- 
able local experience, from a subordinate office to that of 
supreme director, as a reward for past services. But is he 
qualified to guide the reins of Government to the satisfaction 
of the community ? Is he the right man in the right place ? 
These are the questions we would ask without fear or 
favour. Tho antecedents ‘of Mr. Mercer in China date 
back as far as 1842, when he began his career in Hong 
Kong as private Secretary to Governor Sir Joan Davis, 
the first Governor of the colony. In that capacity he acquitted 
himself to the satisfaction of his talented master ; and his re- 
commendation led to Mr. Mercer being subsequently appointed 
Colonial Secretary. Herein we regret to say that he has at 
times shown “a penny wise and pound foolish” policy towards 
developing the resources of the colony. Recently, as Acting- 
Governor during the absence of Sir Hercues Ronmsoy, his 
views have been cramped and narrowed regarding the improve- 
ments of the Port of Victoria, and the establishment of the 
Mint. Perhaps it is only fair that he should hold the appoint- 
ment long enough to retire on an increased pension, but we 
hope, for the sake of the commercial advancement of Hong 
Kong, to record his retirement from the post at an early date, 
in order to make room for a more vigorous Governor, armed 
with extended powers for the better government of the colony. 

In thus giving expression to a general feeling regarding the 
governing capabilities of the Hon. Mr. Mercer, we have no 
desire to detract from his usefulness in the capacity of Chief 
Secretary, wherein he has shown that he had the interests of 
the colony at heart. For example, in the recent discussior. 
on the military vote of 92,000 dollars for the maintenance of 
troops, he boldly brought forward a resolution in the Legisla- 
tive Council in opposition to that vote, which was placed 
on the estimates by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and which was carried against only one dissentient voice—that 
of the Attorney-General. In this act he expressed the opinion 
of the colonists as to the injustice of the measure, that the 
community should be taxed to maintain a large military con- 
tingent, avowedly for imperial purposes, while British subjects 
at the wealthy settlement of Shanghai, besides the other 
northern ports and in Japan, were not called upon to contribute 
their quota. We trust that this resolution has had its full 
weight with the Home Government, and that they will see fit 
to rescind the instructions to levy the obnoxious contribution. 
It must be remombered that the colony has raised au 
efficient corps of Volunteer infantry and artillery, at a con- 
siderable cost of time and trouble to the members, who can 
ill spare absence from their commercial occupations ; and thst, 
ag far as the internal affairs of the colony are concerned, this 





contingent, together with the police, is amply sufficient to 
maintain law and order. It is clear, therefore, that if the mother- 
country intends to constitute this rocky isle, with its suburb on 
the Kowloong shore, into a Gibraltar of the Far East, the cost 
of maintaining its military strength should Le furnished by the 
CHANCELLOR of the Excuxquer. Or if the colony must be saddled 
with the proposed contribution of £20,000 per annum, 
then it would be only fair that the present military 
site should be sold for the benefit of the local trea- 
sury, out of which this amount might be paid without 
robbing the colonists of any portion of their revenue which is 
required for improvements. It was unfortunate that the eye of 
Mr. Guapstove rested on the surplus of the colonial revenue 
over expenditure, and Sir Hercures Rovmson was off his guard 
when he allowed such a surplus to appear. He should have 
had any such sum at once appropriated for the many require- 
ments of the colony, 

There is another questio vexata on the rocky shore of the 
“Island of Sweet Waters” that demands our attention. We 
allude to the Praya question. It appears that this public 
work on the quays of the harbour, which was heralded as the 
ne plus ultra of engineering skill, turns out to be as great a 
piece of sham masonry as the famous wall in Chancery-lane, 
and which afforded the Daily Press of Hong Kong an inex- 
haustible theme for leading articles. It is high time that these 
Chinese contractors were put aside, and properly qualified men 
employed to construct this important work in a mauner that will 
make it a permanent structure against all the forces of wind and 
water. Why not apply through the Agent for the Crown Colonies 
here to put the work into the hands of competent English con- 
tractors? If their estimates were double or treble that of the 
“ pottering ” local contractors it would be a saving in the end, 
where it is evident that the Chinaiaan’s slopwork must be 
renewed from year to year. It is certainly very hard that any 
extra cost should fall upon the landowners ; and, consequently, 
they should be permitted to secure the full term of 999 years’ 
leases of the area to be created in front of, and added to, 
their marine lots, at thirty years’ purchase, instead of an ade 
ditional annual Crown-rent added to their present leases, 
These considerations ought to command the attention of the 
Executive Government in justice to the colonists, who have 
suffered by the incompetency of its officers ; and if Governor 
Mencer is desirous of continuing the just popularity he has 
secured by his prompt resolution against the military vote, he 
will see that the public works of the colony, especially the 
Praya, be carried out with efficiency. 








OUR FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL RELATIONS 
WITH JAPAN. 

Under this heading we gave an article from the Money Market 
Review in our issue of the 26th October, and inr reference to 
the writer’s statement “that there is nothing in the treaty to 
“prevent our holding direct communication with the native 
“ princes at ports in their own territorics,” we stated this to 
be anerror. In the number of the Afoney Market Review of 
the 12th inst. is the following :— 

* Our able and zealous contemporary the London and China Telegraph, 
in republishing from the Money Market Reriew an article on ‘ Our - 
Financial and Commercial Relations with Japan,’ ventures to express a 
doubt as to the correctness of our statement that there is nothing in our 
treaty with the Tycoon's Government to prevent our entering into direct 
commercial relations with the Daimios, and trading at their ports, our 
contemporary conceiving that to do so would be in direct violation of 
Imperial rights. Our statement was made with the treaty before us, and 
is fortified by the authority of Colonel Neale; its correctness is further 
cenfirmed by the present offer of the Prince of Nagato to open certain of 
his ports to foreign trade, and this without any reference to the 'ycoon,”” 

In answer to this we produce the third article of the treaty, 


which runs thus :— 

“The ports and towns of Hakodadi, Kanagawa, and Nagasaki to be 
opened to British subjects on July Ist, 1839. Nee-e-gata, or if that is 
unsuitable as a harbour, some other port on the west coast of Niphon, on 
Jan. Ist, 1860, Hioga, on Jan. Ist, 1863, In all those places British 
subjects may permanently reside, and may lease ground,and purchase and 
erect buildings, but shall not erect fortifications. ‘They are not to be 
confined by any wall or gate, and their free ingress and egress not to be 
impeded. The limits within which British subjects may travel ate defined. 
‘The general limit is ten ri (each ri being 4,275 yards,) in any directions 
After Jan. Ist, 1862, British subjects may reside at Yedo} and from 
Jan. 1st, 1863, in Osaca, for purposes of trade only. In each of thor 
ies a suitable district for their residence, and the distance to which they 
may go, shall be arranged by the British diplomatic agent and the 
Japanese Government.” 

From this we think it will be perfectly clear that the 
privileges of trade were intended to be confined to the ports 


named. It was the same in China, and must necessarily be 20 
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n dealing with all Oriental and semi-civilised Powers, The 
words open ports we all know to mean the ports stipulated by 
treaty, and with those only are we allowed to trade. ‘To assert 
that there is “nothing in the treaty to prevent, &c.,” is a 
negative assertion, and will not hold water. Equally so is the 
reference to tho offer of Prince Nanaato to trade with us with- 
out consulting the Tycoox. It is quite consistent for those 
princes who are in open rebellion to the Tycoon to propose, but 
not on our part to deal with them. In another column will be 
found an article communicated by a merchant lately from Japan 
which fully confirms our view. 





CHINESE EMIGRATION TO THE WEST INDIES. 

‘Tue supply of coolies from India being likely to fall short, in 
consequence of the greatly increased demand for native labour, 
the attention of the planters has of late been principally 
directed to China, The Chinese are undoubtedly the best 
labourers, but they are at the same time the most expensive to 
obtain. ‘They give great satisfaction by their couduct in the 
colonies. ‘Lhe advantage in their case is mutual. ‘They not 
not only benefit the planter by supplying the labour he so 
urgently requires, but thoy largely benefit themselves, A 
pumber have returned to China—many of them at their own 
expense—and not a few have expressed an intention to revisit 
the West Indies, This is a very encouraging state of things, 
but, as already stated, tho great drawback is the expense. 
Definite arrangements, however, have been made for asupply of 
2,000 in each of the seasons 1864-5-6; thus spreading the 
expense of fixed establishments (which would bo almost as 
great for a small as for a large emigration) over aspace of three 
years. Of the 2,000 ordered in 1864, British Guiana takes 
1,250, and Trinidad 750, The greater part, if not all, of the 
shipping necessary for their conveyance has been engaged in 
this country, and the first vessel was expected to be despatched 
on the 15th October with about 300 on board. 





OUR DIFFICULTIES IN JAPAN, 
(COMMUNICATED.) 

From the very commencement of our relations with the 
Tycoon’s Government, it has been their constant endeavour to 
prevent our representatives holding any intercourse whatever 
with the Daimios, the reason for this beiug a determination 
to monopolise whatever advantages might accrue from foreign 
trade, perhaps combined with an idea that they would obtain 
assistance from their new allies to hold in check such of their 
princely vassals as might prove unruly. ‘Ihe monopoly of 
almost ail the benefits of foreign commerce they have managed 
with consummate skill, Although more than ono of the Daimios 


were, from the first, quite willing to encourage intercourse | 


with foreigners, the Government, on the plea that all of 
them were averse to trade, opened only such ports as 
were within Imperial territory, and have steadily dis. 
couraged tho transit to those ports of tho produce 
of the inland provinces, by vexatious restrictions of every 
imaginable description. It is a fact well known to those who 
have resided any length of time at Negasaki—which is in close 
proximity to the province of Satsuma—that the Princeof that 
province has always been anxious to encourage and develop 
trade, that he has long been at variance with the Government, 
in consequence of their restrictive monopoly, and that what- 
ever ill-fecling he may have towards foreigners, it has not pro- 
ceeded from any disinclivation to admit them, but from a 
sort of jealousy which naturally arose from being so un- 
justly treated. It is far from improbable that this jealous 
feeling has been purposely fostered by the ‘Tycoon’s 
Government, in order to bring him into collision with 
the British forees—an easy means of weakening and 
humiliating a haughty vassal whose growing power and large 
resources rendered him too formidable for themselves to deal 
with. In the late misunderstanding regarding the Straits of 
Simonoseki they seem to have adopted a similar line of policy. 
Choshiu having set his own Government—as well as every 
other—at defiance, the Gorogio waited patiently for a long 
while, in the hope that foreign Powers would take upon them- 
selves to force the passage. But many months having passed 
without any such action being taken, they promised that the 
Straits should be opened within a specified time—well know- 
ing that the engagement would not be fulfilled, but confi- 
dent in their ability to tum on the unlucky Choshiu 
the wrath of the Allies, which this stratagem effectually pro- 
Voked ; and so well did it succecd that at the very timo when 
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this rebellious Daimio was"engaged in a direct attack on the 
capital, his fortifications were being battered down by the 
allied fleets. Since it is evident that we can obtain no readers 
from the Tycoon’s Government against such of the Daimios as 
are hostile towards us, surely we have a right todemand that. 
others, who are disposed to receive us in a friendly manner 

should be permitted to doso without interference on the part 
of the Government? When a revision of tho Treaty takes 

place, they should not only be required to open Osaca to foreign 

trade, at once, but also to acquiesce in the opening of all other 

ports, not in'Imperial territory, at which the respective Daimios 

might fecl disposed to admit us. If this were carried into 

effect, a spirit of competition would be aroused which would 

speedily sweep away most of the obstacles at present existing to 

the development of trade.

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The Siberian Overland Route from Peking to St. Petersburg, 
through the Deserts and Steppes of Mongolia, Turtary, de. ; by 
ALEXANDER Micute.—Mr. Murray, of Albemarle-street, so re~ 
nowned for his Handbooks, tho series of which has already 
stretched eastwards beyond Egypt and Syria to Bombay and 
Madras, may be said to have now carried it to the limits of 
the Far East, for the present volume conveys us from Shanghai 
right away to St. Petersburg. Not that Mr. Michic’s book 
falls to the level of a mere road-directory: it is a most 
interesting record of a journcy across half the globe, through 
districts long famous by name, but now for the first time 
described to us by an observant man of the world, who 
gives us a thorough idca of the people that inhabit the 
country, without troubling us with any of the “ologies” that per- 
tain to its natural features, The route taken by our traveller was 
from Shanghaiby steamer to lien-tsin ; up the Pziho to Tungchow, 
and thence to Peking, Here some time is spent in making 
preparations for the journey, arrauging for horses, camels, carts, 
and guides, procuring passports, &. And thus wo get a 
picture of the life of an idler in that capital, which puts the 
inhabitants in an unexpected light ; for we are told —“TI never 
met a more robust-looking, or moro jovial, hearty set of men 
than these our boon companions of Peking.” Mr, Michie had 
determined to obtain introductions from the Lamas resident at 
this city to their influential brethren in Mongolia ; and, even- 
tually, the whole distance to Kiachtaon the Russian frontier is 
made under the guardianship of one of these priests. ‘This 
erced and its professors are, it appears, bountifully patronised 
by the Chinese Emperors, The great lamasery is outside Peking, 











; but there is also an immense establishment within the city 


boundary. A notice of the latter induces a glimpse at the 
POLICY OF CHINA TOWARDS THE MONGOLS, 

Two thousand Mongol lamas are maintained here by the bounty of the 
Emperor. The other lamaseries are in the same manner literally en= 
dowed by the Government. The Chinese Emperors feel that they have 
but a slight hold on their Mongol subjects, scattered as they are over a vast 
desert, where no Chinese troops could penetrate, even were the Chinese 
a match for the Mongols in a military point of view, which they never 
were. The independence of the Mongols would be rather a gain than a 
loss to China in its immediate results, but it would establish a warlike race 
on the borders, which has been the terror of China from the earliest times. 
No doubt ages of peace have done much to subdue the warlike spirit of 
the Mongols, but they retain their ancient habits, and lead a life of priva- 
tion and hardship from the cradle to the grave, ‘They are susceptible of 
the greatest enthusiasm, and at a word from their chiefs they would be ready 
to follow them to death or glory. A few years of fighting would render 
the Mongol hordes as formidable to a non-military nation like the Chinese 
as they were in the days of the terrible Gengis-Khan. In the present en~ 
feebled condition of China an irruption of the Mongols woul be irresis~ 
tible, and would sweep everything beforé it likeafluod. ‘The Chinese 
Government are quite alive to such a possible contingency, and hence the 
care they take to conciliate the Mongols. Their forty-cight kings (of 
whom San-go-lin-sin is one), nominally tributary to China, are really 
pensioned by the Emperor, and every inducement is held out to the Mon- 
gol lamas to settle in the monasteries in Peking. Here they live in comfort 
and lusury, unknown in their deserts, Their friends have every facility 
for visiting them, and earrying back to “ the land of grass” their reports of 
the goodness of the Chinese Emperor. The lamas are taken from all 
parts of Mongolia—we conversed with several from Dolonor and Kuren 
(Urga), and many others from the north and south, the names of whose 
districts were not included in my geographical vocabulary. ‘These | 
Mongol communities, under the eye and hand of the Emperor, answer the 
double purpose of conciliators on the one hand and of hostages for the 
loyalty of distant tribes on the other. ‘The Mongols are as little a match 
for the Chinese in craft as they are superior to them in martial energy. 
It is supposed that the Chinese Government have a deep design in sup- 
porting and encouraging lamaism, an institution which makes nearly one 
third of the Mongol race celibats—for there are female as well as male 
lamas—the object being to keep down the population of the tribes. 

At Urga, some distance within the Chinese frontier, we 


meet with the first outpost of Russian diplomacy ; the Czar’s 
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Vice-Consul receiving the travellers very hospitably, and 
treating them with a civilised breakfast on a clean whito table- 
cloth—altogether a greater luxury than may be imagined, for no 
egg had been scen for twenty-seven days, there being no fowls 
in Mongo Here is a sketch that will serve as a pendant 
to the preceding, showing us tho 

POLICY OF RUSSIA TOWARDS MONGOLIA. 

‘The Russian Government keeps up a considerable establishment at 
‘Urga, the Consul having a body-guard of twenty Cossacks, besides the 
twenty_lussian carpenters who are at work on the new house, and other 
hangers-on. The object of such an expensive establishment at a place 
like Urga, where Rusvia has no interests whatever to protect, can only be 
divined by the light of its traditional policy of progress in Asia. It has 
tong been considered that the Khinglian chain of mountains, running cast 
and west past Urga to the head waters of the River Amoor, forms the 
‘matural boundary ” of Siberia, and consequently, advantage has been 
taken of disputes between the Mongol Khans of former times and some 
Russian merchants who had penetrated as far as Urga, to gain foothold 
there, which will certainly never be relinquished until the tract of country 
inclosed by these mountains and the River Kerulun, the head stream of the 
Amoor,to Lake Hurun or Dalainor, has been annexed to Siberia. After 
that the “ natural boundary ” will be wered to lie still farther to the 
south. Russia is in no hurry to enter on the possession of this new terri- 
tory, but in the meantime the country has been surveyed, and is included 
in the Ru-sian maps of Eastern Siberia, The transfer will be made quietly 
and without bloodshed when the favourable moment comes, for none 
understand better than Russian diplomatists the suaviter in modo, when it 
suits their purpose. No one will te mucha loser by the change. The 
Emperor of China will lose his nominal suzerainty over a country that 
even now probably costs him more than it is worth. The M ngol tribes, 
with their chic’, would merely become subjects of one autocrat instead of 
another; but everything else would probably go on as at present until 
time brought gradual changes. The Chinese merchants don’t care a straw 
about who is king as long as they are left to their peaceful occupations ; 
and the Russian Government is too enlightened to throw any. obstacles in 
the way of a trade which has done more than anything else to develop the 
resources of the Siberian deserts. 


‘Arrived at Kiachta, the further route was by steamer across 
Lake Baikal, to Irkutsk, and then through Krasnoyarsk, Tomsk, 
Omsk, and Tamen to Ekaterincburg, at the foot of the Ural 
Mouvtains, or rather hills, for at this spot they are not more 
than a thousand feet in height above the elevated plain. From 
the last-named place the journey was continued through Kazan 
tofNijni-Novgorod, whence there is a line of railway to Moscow 
and St. Petersburg. he transit across Lake Baikal was by no 
means the least anxious part of the undertaking, and, 
altogether, sceing that in winter that inland sea is rendered 
unnaviguble by the ice, there can be no wonder that the 
Russiaus are endcavouring to do away with the necessity of 
the voyage at any time, by making a road round its southern 
end. The country, however, presents almost insuperable difli- 
culties. This only serves to call forth the persevering patient 
energy of a despotism “that can afford to wait.” ‘Tho road 
is scarped out of the rock, and only worked at in winter, when 
the peasants are frozen out of thcir ordinary labours, Oue of 
the means employed to split the rocks is to make enormous 
bonfires of trees when the temperature is very low ; the action 
of heat on the stone causing huge raasses to crack, -and 
enabling the workmen to dislodge them. This is but a slow 
process, several years having alrealy becu spent on it, and 
many more will be required to complete it. 

Mr. Michie’s experience wiil be particularly useful to future 
travellers in one respect, by impressing on them what to 
avoid. Hesays: “We were too late and too early all the 
way through.” How necessary it is to pitch on the right sea- 
son for this really overland route will be scon when the reader 
learns that in Russian Siberia— 

Between the autumn and the snow there are “ no roads,”and no Russian 
travels at that season under the most urgent circumstances. _In the post 
regulations it is laid down that travellers can demand to be driven at the 
rate of ten versts per hour in summer, eight in autumn, and twelve in 
winter, December to March. ‘These rates are, in practice, greatly in- 


creased in summer and winter, but in the month of October it is hard work 
to average even the Government speed. 


Whatever inconveniences this unlucky choice as to time may 
have caused Mr. Michie, none of their effects are visible in the 
tone of the narrative. The traverse was accomplished without 
avy dangerous mishaps, aud it is no slight merit to say that 
wo scarcely remember a book of travels neither characterised 
by startling incidents or the encounter with remarkable persons, 
which is yet so sustained in interest to the very close, The 
every-day events of this long journey—that need not, however, 
be destitute of comfort, as the writer shows by his own ex- 
ample, if proper precautions are taken—are told without 
exaggeration, and with just such a fecling of their importance 
in reference to the purpose of the book and not of the degree in 
which they for the mument annoyed or gratified tho author, 
that an absence of anything like tediousness of detail is per. 
fectly achieved. The volume is, in fact, so full of matter that 
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it would require a much longer notice than our columns can

TREATMENT OF POLISH E: 

The fate of the exiles is by no means such a hard one as is com- 
monly supposed. I have taken pains to inquire into this, and the more 
I have heard about it from persons well able to judge, the more have 
I been convinced that the Poles in Siberia are very much better off than 
the average of those in Poland. The Russians to a man condemn them, 
and justify their Government in the measures that have been adopted to 
put down the insurrection ; but their feelings of loyalty to the Emperor 
may possibly warp their judgment. The foreign residents, who have no 
such influence to sway their opinions, may be considered impartial in 
the matier, and they, on the whole, endorse the Russian views as ree 
gards the Poles. ‘Thcse English residents in Siberia with whom I have 
conversed, assert that the Polish exiles enjoy a degree of peace, com- 
fort, and’ prosperity that they were altogether strangers to in their 
own country. Wealth, talent, industry, and education have the most 
ample scope in Siberia, and are set tree from those distractions which 
sap healthy enterprise in a country torn with civil wars. I have already 
given some hints of the position occupied by Russian political exiles in 
Siberia, and I need not Tell on the subject now, further than to say 
that the Poles are treated with still greater leniency and consideration. 
‘That the exiles are on the whole dissatistied, there can be no doubt. But 
the more sensible of them admit that th worldly circumstances are 
improved by going to Siberia, Many of them are pleased at the change, 
and would not willingly return home, if it were open to them to do so. 
So long as they remain in Poland, they say, they are at the mercy of 
every band of malcontents who have nothing of their own to lose.” In 
revolutionary times they are constrained, in spite of themselves, to take 
part in the proceedings, and to sacrifice their time, property, and every- 
thing else to schemes of which they must strongly disapprove. ‘They 
never feel secure from the consequences of the folly of their hotheaded 
countrymen, ‘They have no heart to work, when they are liable at any 
moment to be involved in ruin by the :ashness of some insurrectionary 
party. But Siberia offers an escape from all this strife and endless con- 
spiracy, and some of them hail with delight the sentence that exiles them 
to a more congenial soil. No one, indeed, who has observed in an 
partial manner the conditions of life in Siberia and Russia respectively, 
will be disposed to doubt that the former is really the more attractive 
residence, and although it is remarkable, it is not incredible, that many 
Poles should deliberately prefer it to their own country,

‘THE TRADE OF TIEN-TSIN. 

The Consular Report for this place has only just been pub- 
lished. In a previous issue we noticed the delay in the trans- 
jesion of these returns. The delay in this case is more 
extraordinary ; Ticn-tsin being the nearest port to our Minister 
at Peking, through whom, as already stated, they are trans- 
mitted to the Foreign-office. The returus are signed by W. 
B. Dennys for Mr. Consul Mongan, who is now in this country 
on leave, but returns to his post, we believe, in January next. 

The returns under notice are most profuse, and we would 
recommend the compiler, should he again have the duty to 
perform, to give us the practical results with less verbosity. 
The comments on “Shipping and Navigation ” particularly 
illustrate our remark. The whole of the report occupies 19 
pages of the London Gazette of the 4th Nov. 

SHIPPING AND NAVIGATION. 


The shipping returns for the year 1863, as compared with the returns 
of 1862, exhibit an increase in ihe number of British vescels trading at 
the port of Tien-tsin equal to one-half, Indeed, the British vessels ex- 
ceed all the other foreign flags, exclusive of the Americans, which visit this

The decrease which the returns exhibit in the number of “sundry” 
‘vessels is accounted for, first by the British merchants extensively employ- 
ing small steamers in the Tien-tsin trade, and, secondly, by the British 
merchants having a quantity of light handy sailing vessels suitable for this 
trade. 

First, I mentioned in my report in 1862, the decrease in “sundry” 
vessels as compared with 1861, and I employed the following remarks as 
being in my opinion explanatory of the fact :— The increase of small 
steamers in 1862" (as now in 1863) “connected with the Tien-tsin trade 
is, however, the principal cause of the decrease of continental shipping. 
‘These small steamers, nearly all of which hoist English colours, are un- 
doubtedly by far the most convenient class of vessels for the traffic at this 
port. "the city of Tien-tsin stands about sixty-five miles from the village 
of Taku, upon a river which, owing to its insufficient depth of water and 
tortuous course, is extremely difficult of navigation. At the mouth of this 
river (Pei-ho) there is a bar, which renders it unsafe for vessels drawing 
more than J] feet 6 inches of water to enter Taku anchorage; while out- 
side in the gulf the weather is often so boisterous, and the swell so high, 
that vessels cannot discharge their cargoes for several days together. ‘The 
convenience, therefore, of a class of steam vessels able not only to clear 
the bar, but to carry their cargoes right up this sixty-five miles of river 
navigation to the very gates of the merchants godowns, is very great.” 

The trouble of hiring native boats, the slowness and stupidity of the 
native sailors, their dishonesty, the inconvenience of transshipment, and the 
delay which it occasions, have induced merchants to.employ light swift 
steamers, Three such vessels have run regularly in 1863 between Tien- 
tsin and Shanghai, and several others bave made occasional trips at mode- 
rate intervals. 


Secondly. The British merchants at Tien-tsin have a sufficient 
antity of sailing-vessels of a light draught of water, which renders the 
chartering of continental vessels superfluous. ‘This was not so in 1861. 
British vessels could not be obtained of a size small enough for the 
‘Tien-tsin trade. The British merchants had, therefore, to charter continental 
But the freight of German and Danish vessels has fallen in the 
The five or six British steamers, which trade between this and 
‘Shanghai, have engrossed the trade which belonged to continental vessels 
in 1861, and British merchants like British vessels better than those flying 
the flags of other Powers. 


COASTING VESSEL8.—FOREIGN AND NATIVE. 
Is that visit Tien-tsin are, in the vast majority of in- 
dina merely coast trade. The merchants, foreign and 
native, in Hong Kong, Canton, and the other southern ports, charter 
foreign ships to aneport their merchandise to Tien-tsin; and the 
merchants, foreign and native, in Tien-tsin employ foreign vessels to 
export their merchandise to Shanghai, Hong Kong, Canton, and other 
southern ports ; the foreign shipsand steamers generally touch at Shanghai, 
or make Shanghai their destination. The coasting trade at Tiea-tein, the 
only trade of the port, in the great majority of cases, is done by native or 
foreign Shanghai houses. 

Not only are forcign vessels employed in a coasting trade between this 
a and Southern China, but they import and export native produce. 

‘reign versels bring up to Tien-tsin, not only foreign manufactures, but 
sugar, rice, tea, oil, medicine, paper, and other native produce for which 
there is an extensive market at this port ; and foreign vessels carry away 
not merely re-exports, but beans, peas, cotton, ‘wook hides, fruit, medicine, 
and other produce of Northern China, as well as the native junke. For 
Particulars of the coasting trade, I beg to refer to my report on the trade 
of Tien-tsin, in 1861-62. 


‘The native junk is rapidly disappearing from the highways of com- 





























merce; the native merchants do not engage them; the principle of 
marine insurance annihilates the native craft: “Can you insure?” isa 
question which the Chinese merchants almost invariably put. Eighty 
southern junks came in 1863, one-third of their holds were empty ; one 
hundred and twenty-seven came in 1862, The eighty junks which entered 
in 1863 contained rice, sugar, tea, oil, paper, medicine, fruit, preserves, 
silk pieces, native hardware, wood, prepared opium, birds’ nests, fish, 
tharke’ fins, &c., &c., &e.; and they took away peas, beans, salt, fruit, 
vegetables, fish, wheat, barley, millet, medicine, ginseng, &c., &c, The 
coasting trade done in this consular district by the native junk is very 
great. 





“FOREIGN TRADE IMPORTS. 

The Import Return for 1863, given below, will sufficiently indicate the 
nature and extent of the ade transacted at Tien.tsin during 1863. Ex. 
cept cotton manufactures, the returns for 1863 compare very favourabl. 
with thore for 1852. icaielak hamtcakic, 

These returns ‘describe the total quantity of about 250 
articles, imported in 69 British, 20 American, and 45 vessels 
of various flags; total, 134 vessels, of 36,276 tons; total 
value, 7,704,492 taels, less 341,992 re-exports. Of this total 
opium figures for 2,285,651 tacls ; sbirtings, 516,215; En¢- 
lish camlets, 15,210 ; Dutch, 80,000; sugar, 1,361,920. Next 
follows the market values of these articles, which might have 
been given by adding another column to the import tables. 
The following comments are also appended :— 

MANUFACTURED COTTON. 

The import of cotton manufactures has in 1863 steadily fallen off. The 
civil war in America, and the defective supply of cotton in England, fully 
accounts for this. Merchants’ manufactures, when brought into compe- 
tition with native cotton manufactures, owing to a rise in their price, 
ought, as a matter of course, to go to the val, Foreign cotton manu- 
factures in 1861 sold at Tien-tsin for about half the prices of native cottons. 
As a consequence, the people of the towns and villages scattered through 
Chi-li and the neighbouring provinces purchased foreign cottone as being 
cheaper than their own cottons; but the country population adhered to 
their native manufactures, The country people, who work a great deal 
at rough employments, when manufactured cottons sold at one-half the 
price of native cottons, bought the native rather than the foreign, because 
the native lasted much longer than our Manchester goods. Native cottons, 
though not so comely, are much better adapted for the rough work of 
the rural population. 

The searcity of cotton has raised the price of Manchester goods so near 
the price of native cotton manufactures that not only the country people, 
but the town and village population, purchase their home manufactures 
instead of merchants’ goods. Till the normal state of the cotton market 
returns, and, as a consequence, till the prices drop very much lower than 
the prices current in 1863, the native cottons must rule the market, 


WOOLLENS. 

‘The import of woollens has been unfavourable. In the trade report 
for 1862 I explained the cause. At Tien-tsin, and throughout North 
China in general, the winter months are dry, but the cold is very severe ; 
as a consequence the Chinese prefer cottons or silks lined with fur for 
winter dresses rather than foreign woollena. In upholatety a good deal of 
woollen cloth is used, but for the most part the woollens are Russian, not 
English. The English woollens imported into Tien-tsin are too dear, of 
the wrong colour, and too heavy for the natives, Upon the whole, then, 
the market for British woollens remains iasignificant. 





OPIUM. 

‘This import maintains its high character ; one hundred and eighty-two 
chests of Malwa have been imported in 1863 more than in 1862; and 
though the Shensi crop of native opium was fair, the Chinese favour the 
Indian, not the native arog. ‘The native opium is, though very much 
cheaper, insipid, and very few of the Chinese smoke native opium, unless 
it is mixed with the Indian, If they can get the Indian of course so much 
the better, but a Chinaman reduced to a state of poverty, to which the 
habit of excessive opium smoking invariably leads, unable to purchase the 
Indian, mixes the native with the Indian, or even gathers up the cinders 
of Indian opium twice smoked, and smokes them a third time. 

Malwa opium is sold for about six hundred taels, while native Shensi 
opium is sold for about four hundred taels. In 1862 native opium was 
offered in the market at six hundred and fifty taels ; this rise in the price 
of native opium was caused by political disturbances in Shensi, ultimately 
calmed down by means of bribes and donations, which threatened with ex- 
tinction the whole trade of that province. The quantity of Indian im- 
ported into this district depends entirely on the state of the Shensi crop. 

hen the Shensi crop is deficient, the demand for Indian opium increases, 
and vice versa. : 

Of the opium imported into Tien-tsin, from 150 to 200 chests a month 
are purchased for consumption inthe capital. What Peking consumes in 
the native drug I do not exactly know ; it must, however, be large. 

PRODUCE OF CHINA AND THE STRAITS. 

‘The returns for 1863 show very favourably as compared with thosc of 
1862. This trade is partly in native hands. The raw material is imported 
by foreign merchants hile the prepared material falls to the lot of 
native merchants, I should judge that one-half, or, perhaps, a little 
more, of this trade, is carried on by Chinese. The native houses in Tien- 
tsin have agents in Hankow, Canton, Singapore, acute in business trans- 
actions, It is only in dealing with places in which Chinamen do not 
exist that the native merchant meets with a difficulty; but wherever 
Chinese reside, the native merchant can do business very much cheaper 
than the foreign houses in China ; and, moreover, his knowledge of the 
tastes and habits of his countrymen guarantees him against any gross mis- 
takes, especially with reference to prepared commodities, 


FOREIGN TRADE EXPORTS. - 
‘The export returns of 1863 compare favourably with those of 1862. _ 
These returns embrace the quantities of all goods exported in 


the same number of vessels as the imports. 
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DUTIES PAID. 

A tabular statement of the duties collected shows a total of 163,681 taels 

divided as follows :—On Imports, 25,346 ; Exports, 23,437 ; Coast trade, 

$9; Opium, 62,838; Prepared Opium, 293; Ships’ tonnage dues, 
918.

Cuna Gnass.—We (Galignani’s Messenger) stated a few days ago 
that highly satisfactory experiments had beea made at Lille, on a small 
scale, with China grass and cotton mixed, an excellent stuff having been 
obtained from the loom, far more durable than calico, and equally capable 
of being dyed. A second report, presented to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, goes into further details. “Quantities of 100 kilogrammes each of 
China grass and India cotton baving been mixed, the usual processes of 
spinning were gone through very easily, the only difficulty lying in the 
cording; but this, it appeared, would easily be obviated by habit. The 
weaving proceeded satisfact. and produced military shirting of the 
breadth of 76 centimetres, and weighing 17 kilogrammes per 100 metres ; 
alto calico for printing 93 centimetres broad, and weighing 16} kilo- 
grammes per 100 metres, The only inconvenience is that these stuffs are 
somewhat stiffer than those made with cotton alone; but, on the other 
band, they last much longer. The earlier experiments in dyeing had been 
effected on small pieces; they have now been repeated on a much larger 
scale, and with the same success, India cotton is generally very difficult 
to dye, but mixed with China grass the results are equal to those obtained 
with the best long jstaple from Louisiana. China grass alone has an 
affinity for colours ‘equal to that of the best cotton. After bleaching, 
the calico for printing, which was 98 centimetres broad, lost 13 centimetres 
in that sense, and gained in length 44 metres on pieces measuring toge- 
ther 157 metres, a result nearly the same as that generally obtained in the 
best cotton stufs. The weight after bleaching is about one-eleventh less 
than the original one; 40 that neither dyeing nor bleaching modifies the 
constituent nature of the stuff. With regard to strength, experiment shows 
that stuff made of China grass and cotton, when tried on the warp, is 
weaker than pure cotton in the proportion of 76 to 80, or thereabout, but 
that on the woof it is stronger in the proportion of 57 to 52 The report 
‘concludes with a recommendation to introduce China into the manu- 
facture of stuffs hitherto made of cotton alone. Such stuffs, it may be 
surmised, will hold an intermediate rank between linen and pure cotton 
fabrics. China grass, in a raw state, consists of long herbaceous blades of 
a yellowish hue, but when prepared it has quite the appearance of common 
cotton, except that it has a sort of silky gloss which the latter has not. It 
soft to the touch, supple, and free from all kinds of knots. ‘The plant 
admits of being acclimatised in the south of France, and generally where- 
ever cotton has been cultivated since the outbreak of the American war. 
It spreads with great rapidity, even when left to itself, and its cultivation 
gives little or n0 trouble. ‘At Calcutta it yields three crops a-year, with 
‘stalks of the length of from six to nine feet. The Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce has ordered over a quantity of Chinagrass seed from its 
native country, in order to distribute it to all agriculturists who may apply 
for it. Regarding the cost, MM. Mallard and Bonneau, of Lille, state it 
as follows #700 kilogramraea of China grass treated by their process yield 
75 per cent. of cotton-like matter, 8 per cent. of refuse applicable to the 
macufacture of paper, and 17 per cent. of waste which is good for manure. 
The chemical treatment and ike various manipulations requisite for ob- 
taining the material fit for spinning cost together If, 57. per kilogramme. 
As the cotton of Egypt nows costs 5f. 60c., the difference in favour of 
China grass is 4f. Sc. To this must be added 10 per cent. for the clean- 
ing or picking and consequent waste of the said cotton, which raises the 
differences in favour of the new material to 4f. 59c. This is irrespective 
of the profit to be derived from the refuse to be sent to the paper mill. If 
all these calculations be correct, China grass will be a boon to mankind. 

Resignation or THE Bisnor or Vicronta.—The Right Rev. 
George Smitb, D.D., Lord Bishop of Victoria, Hong Kong, we hear, will 
formally resign the see at the end of the year. The bishop, who is a strong 
evangelical, and married to a daughter of a leading evangelical clergy- 
man, the Rey. Andrew Brandram, of Beckenham, graduated at Magdalen 
Hall, Oxford, and was incumbent of Goole, Yorkshire, before proceeding 
to China. He has been voted a pension of £300 by the Hong Kong 
Government, and Punch has an amusing notice of this, which will be 
found in another coluron.

He made a comparison be- 
tween Mr. Thorbecke and his adorers of to-day, and that 
Minister and his party in the years 1849-53. We 
came thence to the conclusion that the party styling itself 
“Liberal” was not liberal at all. Centralisatiun was now the 
device of the Government at home; and as concerned tho 
colonics, there was no rule at all: the plan there was to try 
everything to abolish the system that had proved good for thirty 
years. He was, therefore, obliged to vote against the Budgets. 
‘To this conclusion came also Mr. Van Foreest, after he had 
launched his annual philippic against the Cabinet. Mr. Van 
Bosse very warmly defended the Minister of Finance, while Mr. 
Dullert attempted to justify the whole Cubinet. ‘The advantage 
of the day was undoubtedly on the side of the Opposition.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
NOVEMBER 23, 

Now that tho ratifications of the Treaty of Peace between 
Denmark and the German great Powers have been exchanged 
and the Duchies of Schleswig and Holstein formally ceded to 
Prussia and Austria, Herr von Bismark, the Prussian Minister 
for Foreign Affairs has issued a circular to tho Prussian Consuls 
and Consular Agents abroad, directing them to take under their 
immediate protection the vessels with their crews and cargo 
belonging to the Duchies, and to treat them in every respect as 
if they were Prussian, and the Consular fees to be levied are 
to be not higher than those paid by Prussian ships and cargoes. 

It is further ordained that as those Duchies have in the 
present temporary state of affairs no publicly recognised 
Sovereign, and as after their cession to Prussia and Austria it is 
clear that their vessels cannot sail under Danish colours, as they 
have hitherto done, whilst their own Schleswig-Holstein flag 
is not only unrecognised by other maritime States, but unknown 
beyond the frontiers of the Duchics, their vessels shall be ad- 
mitted to the privilege of sailing under the Prussian flag. The 
practical importance of this concession will not appear perhaps 
to your readers as very great on first reading this, but they 
must consider that by now being legally permitted the use of 
the Prussian flag, the Schleswig-Holstein vessels, of which there 
are several employed in the carrying trade in the Far East, can 
now be chartered for the conveyance of goods between the ports 
of China and those of Japan,a privilege not enjoyed by the flag 
of Hamburg or Bremen, or, indeed, of any other German State. 
By this mail copies of the above-mentioned circular go out to 
the Consuls, Vice Consuls, and Consular Agents of Prussia in 
China, Siam, and Japan, where Austria bas no such represen- 
tatives. Imay here observe that great discontent is mani- 
fested by the shipowners of Trieste and other ports in Austria 
at this absence of Consular representation in the Far East, 
where, of late, considerable attempts have been made by the 
Austrian flag to obtain a part of the lucrative carrying trade, 
but which threaten to becose altogether abortive from tho 
want of support aud protection of recognised Consuls, Now 
that the Austrian Parliament has just been convoked, the 
Trieste Chamber of Commerce and the merchants and ship- 
owners of that port are preparing a petition to that Assembly 
wetting forth the grievance of their unprotected condition in 
the Far East, and praying for the appointment of Austrian 
Consuls in the principal commercial ports of China, Japan, and 
Siam. It is now more than two years ago that the head of 
one of the German firms in Shanghai offered his services in 
undertaking the duties of the Austrian Consulate at that port 
without any reward or remuneration, but his generous offer has 
been “under consideration” ever since, and no answer has yet 
been sent out to him, 

Accounts reccived from the Amoor state that the steam 
navigation on that river had inereased in a wonderful manner 
Of late, there being no less than twenty-five steamers of 
different sizes in full activity every day, Trade, however, at 
Blagovessensk was remarkably dull, though the dulness was 
only of a temporary nature, being attributed to the fact that 
the Amoor Company is liquidating its affairs, it being resolved 








to wind up. ‘The company’s stores at Nicolaycfsk and Chara- 
bofka are already closed, and measures are being taken to sell 
off the remainder of the goods on hand in Kamtschatka and at 
Birjetensk. ‘The company’s river steamers have been purchased 
by tho Bussian Government. 

By Imperial Ukase the fortifications of Omsk, in Siberia, are 


ordered to be raged, and tho garrison removed. The town, 
which is one of the principal telegraph stations of the great 
Siberian line, is to be placed in future under the orders of the 
resident telegraph engineer of the district.

The Public Sales passed off without material change in prices 
for old teas, but a few of new season's, offered without reserve, went 
Low and broken leaf and dusty kinds of Congou show little 
alteration. common is only in ited request to ll4d. to 
Is, per Ib. Flavory kinds of ol import remain as before. ‘The 
late advance in common to fair blackish leaf kinds hes been 
fairly maintained. Fair to good Kaisowsof new import have been freely 
offered, and the sales made show a decline of 4d. to 1d. per lb. ; fine to finest 
maintain about former value. In second class Monings and Wopaks sales 
have been irregular, but the decline established since our last is fully 1d. 
per Ib.; Fine to finest meet with but little attention, In new-make 
Canton kinds or Tayshans there has been no alteration, Common to 
good Oolongs have sold at a further decline of fully Id. per Ib. ; fine to 
finest have been better supported. Souchony id import remain very 
difficult of sale, New season's have been only taken in small quantities, 
and prices are rather nominal. Flowery Pekoes show no change. The 
arrivals of Canton Scented Tea have been large, and being freely offered, 
prices for the fair to good qualities have given way fully Id. per Ib., both 
on Capers and Orange Pekoes; fine to finest have, however, realised 
former prices.
